The DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE (Deve or- 
WENT AND INTELLIGENCE) is a centre at which information on 
ail subjects of commercial interest is collected and classified 
in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far as 
the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to 
enquiries by traders on commercial iiattefs. As far as is 
possible, the Department supplies, oh personal or written 
application, information with regird to the following 
subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender, 
and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufac- 
turers at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in par- 


ticular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and_ 


Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; Commercial 
Statistics; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations cen- 
cerning Commercial Travellers, Sources of Supply, Prices, 
ete., of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport, etc. 

Sumples of foreign competitive goods and commercial 
products which are received from abroad from time to time 
are exhibited at the Offices of the Department. 

Samples of goods of German and Austrian manufdcture 
which were sold in British markets abroad and in certain 
foreign markets are on exhibition in the Sample Rooms of 
the Department.

COUNTRIES ABROAD. 





Confidential Information. 


SPECIAL REGISTER. 


The Special Register affords early information to manu- 
facturers and traders of new trade openings abroad before 
they become public property. It is also a vehicle ior 
circulating reports on foreign competition, and any other 
matters likely to be of importance and interest to particular 
trades. The information, which is private and confidential, 
is supplied to the Department by His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioners within the Empire, and by His Majesty’s 
Diplomatic and Consular Representatives in foreign 
eountries, and is circulated to firms on the Register as 
quickly as possible after its receipt. 

The Register is open to any approved British firm on the 
payment of a fee of two guineas per annum (which includes 
the annual subscription to the ‘‘Board of Trade Journal’’). 
It is not open to non-British traders. 

Information is supplied solely for the purpose of extending 
trade in British-made goods. 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included 
in the Special Register should communicate with The 
Comptroller General, Department of Overseas Trade 
(Development and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. 2. 





FORM K. 


44.M. Consular Offcers have received instructions to 
tarnish the Department of Overseas Trade (Development 
and Intelligence) with commercial information respecting all 
Grms in their respective Consular Districts who can ke 
recommended as possible importers of goods of British manu- 
facture. This information, which includes the commercial 








and financial status of the firms concerned, their local and 
Kuropean references, goods particularly required, terma of 
trading and language in which correspondence should be 
carried on, is furnished to the Department on a prescribed 
form, which is known as Form K. 


In order to obtain the fullest possible advantages from 
the ‘Form K’’ system of information, a wide circulation is 
ESSENTIAL. 


_A system of co-operation between the Department of 
Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence) and British 
traders is therefore necessary, and this co-operation is being 
attained as follows :— 


1. The Department collects and edits the information. 
2. The Trade Associations distribute the information. 


That is, the Department issues the information to— 
(a) The Association of Chambers of Commerce. 
(b) The Federation of British Industries. 


The bodies comprised in these organisations have their 
various component trades classified as shown in ‘“‘FKorm K,”’ 
and lists of traders are therefore only circulated to those 
firms which come under that classification, thus avoiding 
circulating to trades which are not interested. | 


The system is safeguarded by agreements witn the 
distributing organisations against the issue of the informa- 
tion to any outside firms. All firms who wish to receive the 
information have to be approved by the Department. At 
present over 10,000 firms have joined, and any other firms 
who wish to participate should apply through their Chambo-r 
of Commerce or the Federation of British Industries (39, 
St. James’s Street. London, S.W. 1), or through bodies 
affiliated to the latter. 
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EXPORT AND IMPORT PROHIBITIONS.

RECONSTRUCTION. 

In view of the altered conditions resulting from the 
Armistice, the Controller of Timber Supplies is now 
prepared to consider applications for sawn home-grown 
timber produced at the departmental sawmills and 
required for reconstruction purposes.

ROAD DAMAGE BY TIMBER HAULAGE. 

The Joint Roads Committee, who were recently 
appointed to deal with questions arising in connection 
with the construction and repair of roads on Govern- 
ment account and the settlement of compensation for 
road damage caused by extraordinary Government 
traffic, have had under consideration the question of 
claims in respect of home-grown timber traffic. In 
the course of a Memorandum addressed to Local Autho- 
rities, the Committee explain the position in regard 
to compensation before and since the Ist March, 1918, 
and then say :— 

In these circumstances the Joint Roads Committee have 
found it necessary to reconsider the whole position in 
consultation with the Treasury, and they are authorised 
to make the following statement :— 

The Committee will be prepared, without however accept- 
ing legal liability, to pay compensation in respect of road 
damage caused by extra-ordinary traffic in connection with 
the havlage of home-grown timber, whether before or after 
the Ist of March, 1918, subject to the following :— 

(1) This undertaking is limited te timber required for 
Government purposes, defined for the present as 
timber under definite order for Government 
Departments, Gevernment Building Contractors, 
Mines, Shipyards, and Railway or Canal Com- 
panies. The definition will, of course, be subject 
to amendment in the event of the Government 
ceasing to be financially interested in any of these 
undertakings. Three months’ notice will be 
given of such amendments and of the complete 
withdrawal of the indemnity. 

(2) Each claim will be considered on its merits, and no 
assistance will be given where the Committee 
have reason to believe that an adequate allow- 
ance has been made by the haulier or the timber 
merchant in respect of the lability for extra- 
ordinarv road damage. 

(3) This undertaking will not apply to cases in which 
the local authority has compounded with the 
responsible parties in respect of their liability, 
nor to cases in which the local authority has failed 
in a Court of Law to establish its contention that 
the damage in question did constitute extra- 
ordinary road damage within the meaning of the 
statute. 

(4) The Commitee will require to be satisfied in all cases 
that all possible steps have been taken both hy 
the haulier and by the local authority to limit the 
amount of damage. In this connection the Com- 
mittee propose to arrange that in future cases of 
heavy Government timber traffic, a preliminary 
estimate of the probable damage shall be agreed 
with the Survevor to the local authority if possible 
before the traffic begins, and that the local 
authority shall be authorised to proceed with 
renairs un to a certain limit of cost while the 
trafic is in procress. 

To enable these arranoements to be carried out effectively 
the Committee trust that they may rely on the continuance

of that hearty co-operation of local authorities which has 
done and is doing so much to facilitate the execution of the 
large programme of road construction and repair on Govern. 
ment account in connection with the war. 





PETROLEUM PRODUCTS : WHOLESALE 
PRICES, 

The Board of Trade has made an Order, dated 18th 
December, under which power is taken to vary by 
notice the prices contained in the Schedule to the 
Petroleum Products (Wholesale Prices) No. 4 Order, 
1918. In accordance with this new Order—the Petro. 
leum Products (Wholesale Prices) Amendment Order, 
1918—the Board have issued a notice reducing the 
prices of Gas and Fuel Oil as from 16th December 
and Spirit and Kerosene as from Ist January, 1919, 
The reductions, as previously announced by the Petro. 
leum Executive, are: Gas Oil, 74d. per gallon; Fuel 
Oil, £4 per ton; Petrol, 3$d. per gallon; and Kerosene, 
4d. per gallon. The text of the Order and of the 
notice are given in our ‘‘ Government Notices ’’ Section. 





PETROL FOR MOTOR ’BUSES. 

We are informed by the Petroleum Executive that 
the alleged inadequacy of the London ’bus services is 
not in any way due to the restrictions enforced by 
the Petrol Control Department, and it is understood 
that shortage of labour is primarily responsible. As 
a result of the relaxation recently announced by the 
Board of Trade, particularly as regards the release of 
benzol, it is anticipated that provincial omnibus ser. 
vices will be materially improved in the near future.

HEATING AND LIGHTING POWER 
OF GAS 


LETTER TO LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 

A letter in the following terms, dated 17th December, 
has been addressed by the Board ot ‘rade to the 
Association of Municipal Corporations, the Urban Dis- 
trict Councils Association, and a similar letter to the 
London County Council :— 

I am directed by the Board of Trade to state for the 
information of the Local Authorities represented by your 
Association that they have had under consideration the 
question of the position as regards the supply of gas by the 
various companies and public authorities to whom the regu- 
lations imposed by the Ministry of Munitions have been 
applicable when those reguiations are withdrawn. 

Under the regulations in question full compliance with 
the statutory standard of calorific or illuminating power 
of the gas has not been generally practicable, and the re- 
moval of the regulations would have the effect of placing 
the undertakers under the necessity of immediately sup- 
plying gas of the statutory standard. 

It has, however, been urged upon the Board of Trade by 
the Coal Controller that in view of the stringency of the 
coal position, which is likely to continue for some time, 
no change in the existing methods of manufacturing gas 
should be allowed which would have the effect of increasing 
the consumption of coal or diminishing the extent to which 
water gas plant is made use of for supplementing the output 
of coal gas plant. 

Moreover, the amount of oil available for enriching pur- 
poses is limited and the price of oil is so high that any 
increase in the proportion now used would undoubtedly 
necessitate a further increase in the price at which gas can 
be supplied. 

In view of the fact that the Fuel Research Board, at the 
request of the Board of Trade, have been for some time 
investigating the question of what is the most suitable 
quality and composition of gas, having regard to the pur- 
poses for which gas is now used, but are not yet in a position 
to report the result of their investigations, the Board of 
Trade do not feel themselves justified in placing an obliga- 
tion upon the undertakers to reduce the quality of the gas 
below the statutory standard by any prescribed amount. 
On the other hand the considcrations referred to above 
make it impracticable to require them immediately to revert 
to the pre-war standards, and they desire to suggest for the 
consideration of the Local Authorities responsible for the 
testing of gas throughout the country that the general 
interest will be best served if they will refrain for the 
present from taking proceedings against any of the gas 
undertakings in respect of deficiencies of calorific power so 
long as the calorific power does not fall below 450 B.Th.U., 
and so long as the proportion of inert constituents in the 
gas ls not excessive. 

The Board of Trade, so far as they can foresee at present, 
do not contemplate that this relaxation of statutory require- 
ments should continue beyond the end of June next, and 
they will be glad to learn that in the circumstances the 
Local Authorities represented by your Association are pre- 
pared to adopt the course suggested above. 

I am to add that the Board of Trade are especially anxious 
that it should be general'y understood that they are not in 
this letter committing themselves to any view as to what 
should be normally the standard of quality or composition 
of gas, and that the present proposal is merely put forward 
as an emergency measure designed to meet the abnormal 
situation which exists at the moment and is.likely to con- 
tinue during the next few months. } 








RELAXATION IN HORSES ORDERS. 

The Board of Trade announce the following relaxa- 

tions of restrictions :— 

1. The present and prospective supplies of oats, 
maize and other cereal foodstuffs are such as to 
admit of the allowance of a limited ration for 
horses kept for purposes other than those of 
trade and business. A General Licence has 
accordingly been issued by the Ministry of Food 
modifying the provisions of the Horses Ration- 
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ing Order No. 2, 1918, and authorising cereal 
rations on the undermentioned scale for carriage 
horses, hacks, polo ponies and other classes of 
horses not hitherto entitled tobe fed on grains. 


Maximum Daily 
Kation in terms 
of Oats or the 
eyuivaient 1D 
other grain. 


Horses 15 hands and over ............ 7 Ib. 
Horses 14 hands and under 15 hands 6 lb. 
Horses and Ponies under 14 hands 6 lb. 

This concession is of special importance in 
view of the forthcoming sales of surplus Army 
horses. 

2. The Horses Order No. 2, 1918, prohibiting the 
use of omnibuses and chars-a-bane for pleasure 
purposes has been withdrawn as from the 16th 
December. 

3. Under the powers contained in the Hay and 
Straw Order No. 4, 1918, the Controller of Horse 
Transport has given consent to the use of wheat 
straw by all persons for the purpose of bedding 
horses and also for packing purposes, but users 
are urged only to employ for. these purposes 
such wheat straw as is unfit for food.

matters connected with the use and feeding of horses, 
other than agricultural horses, should be addressed to 
the Controller of Horse Transport, 7, Whitehall Gar- 
dens, London, S.W.1. 





PAPER RESTRICTIONS. 

The Board of Trade have made an Order—the Paper 
Restriction Order No. 8, 19i8, dated 16th December, 
1918 —revoking certain previous restrictive Paper 
Orders as from Ist January next, and enabling the 
Paper Controller to issue Kegulations as to the im- 
portation, distribution and priority of supply of paper 
and paper-making materials. 

The Regulations shortly to be issued will provide, 
enter alia, for an increase in the amount of allowable 
imports of paper and materials, and for a relaxation 
of the prohibition of imports of certain forms of paper. 
They will also provide that consideration may be ex- 
tended to new or increasing businesses, and will effect 
certain alterations in the conditions under which 
Priority Certificates may be issued. The text of the 
Order appears in our “‘ Government Notices ’’ Section. 





FORTHCOMING WITHDRAWAL OF CERTAIN 
RESTRICTIONS. 
The Controller of Paper gives notice that arrange- 
ments have been made by the Board of Trade for the 
immediate withdrawal of certain. Paper . Restriction 
Orders, and that official notice to that effect will be 
published in due course. These Orders are as follows: 
Paper Restriction Order (Posters and -Circulars 
Order), 1918, dated 15th January, 1918. 
Paper Restriction Order (No. 3), 1917, dated 19th 
April, 1917. This Order restricts the publica- 
tion of new newspapers. 

Paper Restriction Order (No. 4), 1917, dated 8th 
June, 1917. This Order restricts the issue of 
new periodicals, 





SHOP WINDOW LIGHTING IN SCOTLAND. 

The Board of Trade announce that they have sus- 
pended the operation throughout Scotland of Part IV. 
of the Lighting, Heating and Power Order, 1918 (which 
prohibits shop window lighting), from the 20th De- 
cember to the 4th January next, both dates inclusive. 
In granting this concession the Board desire to em- 
phasise that no additional gas or electricity can be 
granted for this purpose. The Advertisements Lights 
Order remains in force. 
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OFFICIAL RECEIVERSHIPS. 

In consequence of the retirement of Mr. Kilis 
Johnson, the Official Receiver in Bankruptcy tor the 
Districts of Dewsbury and Huddersfield, the Board of 
Trade have decided as a temporary measure to redis- 
tribute the bankruptcy business of those Courts. 

The President of the Board of Trade has accordingly 
made the following appointment :— 

Mr. Walter Durrance, the Official Receiver in Bank- 
ruptcy for Bradford, to be also Official Receiver for 
Dewsbury and Huddersfield. 

The new arrangement will take effect as from the 
ist January, 1919. 





ADVISER ON ELECTRICAL POWER SUPPLY. 
The Board of Trade have appointed Sir John Snell 

to act as their adviser on all matters arising out of the 

Report of the Electrical Power Supply Committee.

TRADE INDEX FOR NIGERIA, 1918. 

A useful Trade Index for Nigeria for the current year 
has been compiled by the Comptroller of Customs, 
Lagos, who is also honorary Trade Correspondent to 
the Department of Overseas Trade. The resources of 
Nigeria in raw materials and in labour are not sufh- 
ciently well known outside the circle of West Atrican 
traders. It is one of the richest tropical dependencies 
of the Empire, and is situated within easy distance of 
the United Kingdom markets. 

This volume, which may be consulted on application 
to the Department of Overseas Trade (Development 
and Intelligence), is designed to encourage inquiries 
from United Kingdom firms into the Nigerian markets, 
and to take a share in the opportunities now afforded 
in the development of the Dependency. It contains 
lists of Kuropean and native importers and exporters, 
and the chief articles imported. Local products and 
industries are described, together with the questions 
of transport, methods of doing business and, in par- 
ticular, the commission agency business in which the 
Germans specialised before the war. 


STANDARDISATION OF MINING SUPPLIES IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cape Town sends par- 
ticulars of five further standards which have been 
adopted by the Transvaal Chamber of Mines. These 
include the Blanton Wedge, Battery Tappets, Coarse 
Screening for Battery and all other purposes, Screwed 
Piping (Water and Steam), Electric Lamps (Metallic 
Filaments). These may be consulted at the Enquiry 
Room of the Department of Overseas Trade (Develop- 
ment and Intelligence). Previous standardisations 
were noted on page 373 of the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 19th 
September. 














NEW CANADIAN FIRECUAY. 

A sample has now been received of the new Cana- 
dian fireclay which was described on page 651 of the 
“ Journal ’’ of 21st November. This sample may be 
examined by United Kingdom firms on application to 
the Department of Overseas Trade (Development and 
Intelligence). 





REQUIREMENTS OF CRETE IN STEEL 
TOBACCO KNIVES. 

Paper cuttings representing the size and shapes of 
steel tobacco knives generally used in Crete may be 
seen at the Enquiry Room of the Department of Over- 
seas Trade (Development and Intelligence). Up to 
the outbreak of the war from 1,500 to 2,000 were sup- 
plied annually from a foreign country at a cost of 
about 2s. 6d. per knife, f.o.b. Egyptian port. 

There is a great shortage of these knives in Crete 
at present. 
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TRADE WITH FINLAND. 


A number of enquiries have been received recently 
in the Department of Overseas Trade as to the possi- 
bility of resuming trade relations with Kinland. The 
matter is one for the consideration of all the Allied 
Governments, and while the immediate resumption of 
private trade cannot be sanctioned, it is hoped that 
ib may be found possible to make arrangements per. 
mitting of such resumption at no distant date. 

Meanwhile no objection will be raised to telegraphic 
and other correspondence on commercial matters be- 
tween this country and Finland, though such curre- 
spondence would, of course, be subject to censorship 
in the ordinary way.

SAMPLE EXHIBITION AT 

SHEFFIELD. 

The collection of samples from South America of 
foreign manufacture recently shown in Birmingham 
were exhibited this week in the Cutlers’ Hall, Shef- 
field, by the permission of the Cutlers’ Company. The 
samples—about 3,000 in number—were on view on 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, 12th, 13th and 14th 
December, and were inspected by 384 firms from Shef- 
field and district. The Sheffield Chamber of Com- 
merce collaborated with the Department of Overseas 
Trade in promoting the Exhibition, which, in spite of 
the counter attractions of election week, proved a 
marked commercial success. 

DEMAND FOR PaTTeRNs. 

Sheffield manufacturers, after four years of war 
manufacture, are convinced that there are many new 
and hitherto unattempted paths of industry that are 
now open to them, and the 110 samples that were 
borrowed at the end of the Exhibition for the purpose 
of copying patterns for reproduction are evidence that 
repetition plant on an extensive scale is to be utilised 
for lines of manufacture not previously familiar to

FOREIGN 


Export ENQUIRIES. 


Representatives from the Department of Overseas 
Trade familiar with trading condition in Latin American 
countries were in attendance at the Exhibition for the 
purpose of giving expert advice to firms on marketing 
conditions in South America, and a great deal of useful 
work was accomplished as a result of thése interviews. 

The enquiries for names of buyers abroad, United 
Kingdom shipping houses for special lines of goods and 
the names of United Kingdom manufacturers of par- 
ticular items were fairly numerous, and reflected the 
desire of Sheffield manufacturers and exporters to take 
a more active part in overseas trade than formerly. 

ACTIVITY OF SHEYFIELD MANUFACTURERS. 


There are signs that the trade of Sheffield is passing 
through a transition period which promises big possi- 
bilities for the future. The formation of ‘‘ The Shef- 
field Cutlery Trades Technical Society,’’ with the 
object of introducing more scientific methods of pro- 
duction into industry and to invite the interests of 
both masters and men, is very suggestive. Some of 
the subjects for consideration by the society are:— 

‘“ New Machinery Methods,’’ ‘‘ Grinding Wheels, ”’ 

‘“ Heat Treatment,’’ ‘‘ Welfare,’’ and ‘‘ Cutlery 

Workers and New Methods.’’ 

Some of these subjects go to the heart of many of 
the problems that await solution if ‘‘ Reconstruction ”’ 
is to prove any more than a mere term.

ALLIED MARITIME TRANSPORT 
COUNCIL. 





CONSTITUTION AND FUNCTIONS. 

At the Paris Conference in December, 1917, it was 
decided to create an Allied Maritime Transport Coun- 
cil, consisting of two Ministers each of France, Italy 
and Great britain and a representative of the United 
States of America to supervise the general conduct 
of Allied Maritime Transport. The representation of 
the United States has since been increased to two. 
The object of the Council was to secure the most 
effective use of tonnage for the prosecution of the 
war, While leaving each nation responsible for the 
management of the tonnage under its own control. 

THE Counci.’s PURPOSE. 

The following extract from the official statement 
issued in March last indicates the Council’s plan of 
action :— 

With this object (2.¢., securing the most effective use of 
tonnage) the Council will secure the necessary exchange cf 
information and co-ordinate the policy of action of the four 
Governments of France, Italy, United States of America, 
and Great Britain in edjusting their programmes of imports 
to the carrying capacity of the available Allied tonnage 
(having regard to naval and military requirements), and in 
making the most advantageous allocation and disposition of 
such tonnage in accordance with the urgency of war needs. 
The Council has at its service a permanent organisation, 
consisting of four sections—French, Italian, American, and 
British, the Head of the British Section being Secretary to 
the Council. The Council will obtain through its permanent 
staff the programmes of import requirements for each of the 
main classes of essential imports and full statements as to 
the tonnage available to the respective Governments. It 
will examine the import programmes in relation to the carry- 
ing power of the available tonnage in order to ascertain the 
extent of any deficit and will consider the means whereby 
such a deficit may be met, whether by a reduction in the 
import programmes or by the acquisition, if practicable, of 
further tonnage on importing work, or by the more 
economical and co-operative use of the tonnage already avail- 
able. The members of the Council will report to their 
respective Governments with a view to securing that the 
decisions and action required to give effect to the recom- 
mendations made by the Council are taken in their respec- 
tive countries. 

ORGANISATION. 

Since the first meeting of the Council in March last 
its organisation, which is centred at Lancaster House, 
S.W.1, has developed and may be conveniently de- 
scribed as follows :— 

(a) Four National Divisions: 
American and British; 

(b) International Committees: 

(i) Executive. 

(ii) Tonnage. 

(iii) Imports. 
Questions of policy are decided through this 
international machinery of Committees and 
international points of view adjusted ; 

(c) A Secretariat including members of different 
nationalities, whose duty is to give executive 
and administrative effect to the policy decided 
upon by the Council and the International 
Committees. | 

(dj A Shipping Intelligence Section, which keeps 
a continuous record of the position and em- 
ployment of all ocean-going vessels of every 
nationality. 

Exeluding purely naval and military calls upon 
tonnage, the main import services for which tonnage 
had to be provided were: 

(a) Food, 

(b) Munitions, and 

(c) Raw materials. 

As tonnage was the limiting factor on imports, it 
necessarily fell to the Allied Maritime Transport Coun- 


French, Italian, 
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cil to decide, on the advice of expert Allied bodies, 
what tonnage should be allotted to each of these three 
main groups, and so to determine the amount of 
imports in each programme. Its decision is subjeet 
to the approval of the respective Governments. 
_In dealing with the Allied food requirements, the 
Council has worked in conjunction with the Inter-Allied 
ood Council, which co-ordinates the work of Execu- 
tives or Programme Committees for: 

(a) Cereals. 

(b) Oilseeds. 

(c) Sugar, and 

(d) Meats and Fats. 

In deciding upon the tonnage to be allotted to muni- 
tions, the Council was similarly assisted by the Inter- 
Allied Munitions Council which co-ordinated the work 
of Executives or Programme Committees for nitrates, 
chemicals, explosives, non-ferrous metals, mechanical 
transport and steel. 

As regards the raw materials, expert advice has been 
obtained from Inter-Allied Programme Committees 
dealing with: 

(1) Wool, 

(2) Cotton, 

(5) Hides, Leather and Tanning Materials, 
(4) 'Tobaceo and Matches, 

(5) Paper, 

(6) Timber, 

(7) Petroleum, 

(8) Flax, Jute and Hemp, and 

(9) Coal and Coke. 

These Councils, Executives and Programme Com- 
mittees contain representatives of the four countries 
represented on the Council, and in relation to the 
Council their function was to prepare an agreed pro- 
sramme of requirements and to modify or adjust 
programmes as the tonnage position changed.

WORKING OF THE SYSTEM. 


As regards food, the Council decided in September 
upon an allocation of tonnage for the Cereal Year 
1918-19 (1st September, 1918, to 31st August, 1919), 
which, subject to modifications, would have enabled 
the Food Controllers in each of the Allied countries 
to maintain a uniform and steady supply of food 
throughout that period. Similarly an arrangement was 
eoneluded with the Munitions Council, which would 
have enabled the Allied Military Authorities to rely 
on sufficient supplies of munitions. The task of 
securing a sufficient supply of raw materials in each 
of the Allied countries was in course of completion 
when the Armistice was concluded. 

The Council also during this pre-Armistice period 
considered and dealt with certain special services and 
emergencies. Amongst them may be mentioned the 
supply of coal for Italy, which was dealt with as an 
Allied problem in March last, and which has been put 
in a substantially more satisfactory condition. Similar 
measures were taken to deal with the French need of 
extra coal arising from the loss of the Pas de Calais 
coal mines after the German spring offensive. 

In the spring of 1918 the Council assumed direct re- 
sponsibility for the provision of the necessary tonnage 
for Belgian relief, the programme being fully met. 


Ture Awerican Minirary SuppLy PROGRAMME. 


The most important of the recent decisions of the 
Council was that reached at the end of September in 
relation to the American Military Supply Programme. 
The rapid increase of the American Forces in France 
during this summer. and the large military programme 
which was in course of fulfilment, called for a supply 
of tonnage on a scale which could not have been met 
by the American building programme until next spring. 
There remained therefore an interval during which it 
was necessary, if the American programme were to 
be carried out, to divert Allied tonnage from other 
essential services to the American Army Supply Ser- 
vice. The Allied Governments decided, in view of 
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the supreme necessity of carrying through the Ameri- 
can military programme, to postpone the importations 
of cereals to Europe and to reduce other importations 
to a minimum for the purpose of releasing tonnage 
for the use of the American Army. ‘The intention was 
to make up, so far as possible, for deficient importa- 
tions during the winter by increased importations 
during next spring and summer, when, according to 
estimates, there would have been a surplus of Ameri- 
can tonnage over essential American requirements. 
An arrangement of this character was actually in opera- 
tion during October and November until the conclusion 
of the Armistice removed the necessity for it. 
Future DEVELOPMENT AND ORGANISATION. 

The situation having been entirely changed by the 
conclusion of the Armistice, the future development 
and organisation of the Council is now under considera- 
tion by the associated Governments, and it may be 
interesting in conclusion to give the names of the 
members of the Council as it was constituted on 11th

INTER-ALLIED FOOD CONTROL. 


THE ORGANISATION. 

In July and August conferences took place in London 
between the Food Controllers of the United Kingdom, 
France, Italy and the United States, and it was de- 
cided to establish an Inter-Allied Food Council, con- 
sisting of the Food Controllers of the four Allied 
countries. The main object was to have an authori- 








tative Council which could arrange the importation of 


food for the Allies, and determine questions of common 
interest and policy affecting food supply. As it was 
impossible for the Food Controllers to meet frequently, 
the Iood Council appointed a body to which it could 
delegate its ordinary functions. This body has its 
headquarters in London, and is in permanent session. 

The Committee of Representatives held its first sit- 
ting on 30th July, and has met regularly ever since. 
It consists of two representatives of each of the four 
countries, and has as Chairman Sir John Beale, K.B.E., 
who is also First Secretary to the Ministry of Food. 
The offices are at Trafalgar House, Waterloo Place; 
S.W.1. 

The Committee co-ordinates the various programmes 
of food importation which are put forward on behalf 
of the Allied countries, and prepares a complete pro- 
gramme, arranges with the Allied Maritime Transport 
Council questions of freight, amends the programme 
as circumstances require, and sees that it is carried 
into effect. Generally it carries on the work of the 
Food Council; Four Executives, Wheat, Meat and 
Fats, Oilseeds, and Sugar—dealing with specified 
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groups of foodstufis—work under the directions of the 
Committee of Representatives, and report to it. 

The Executives contain representatives of the four 
countries, and it is their duty to formulate programmes 
dealing with the particular group of foodstuffs con- 
cerned and to arrange for the purchase as directed by 
the Committee of Representatives. 

The establishment of the Committee has had the 
effect of eliminating competition in purchase and trans- 
port. It co-ordinates the various programmes, accord- 
ing to the needs and resources of the countries indi- 
vidually and collectively, and according to the available 
tonnage and finance. by means of a Ireight Com. 
mittee arrangements are made for the shipments of 
food to Europe, and the movements of shipping are 
closely watched. The Freight Committee works in 
close touch with the Allied Maritime Transport Council 
and the Ministry of Sbipping. 

It will be easily understood that the existence of 
this Inter-Allied Organisation has been of great advan- 
tage. Not only does it secure that each country receives 
its proper share of the imports, but it renders it possible 
to deal without friction or delay with sudden emer. 
gencies necessitating further supplies of particular 
foodstuffs. 

Although chiefly concerned with the four Allied 
countries, the Inter-Allied Food Council provides for 
the needs of the other countries on the side of the 
Entente, such as Greece and Portugal, and arranges 
for the authorised shipments to neutrals. 

Recently further obligations have fallen on the Food 
Council and the Committee of Representatives in 
respect of the territories recovered from the invaders, 
e.g., Northern France, Belgium, Serbia, part of Italy, 
etc., and they are now considering the question of 
supplying food to the enemy countries. At present, 
the problem before the Allies is one of feeding prac- 
tically the whole of Europe.

LIVE STOCK IN BRAZIL. 


SHOW FARM OF ENGLISH BREEDS 
RECOMMENDED. 

Interest in the Livestock and Frozen Meat Industries 
has greatly increased in Brazil during the war, and 
both Brazilian and American interests have grasped 
the fact that Brazil as a_ stock-raising country has 
enormous possibilities. From its geographical position 
it claims a great advantage over other big meat-export- 
ing countries, as, besides Europe, the United States 
in the near future will have to be taken into account 
as a meat importing instead of exporting country. 

There are five Meat-freezing Companies now work- 
ing, and four more building. These will be capable of 
dealing with close on 5,000 head of cattle daily, with- 
out taking into account sheep and pigs, of which little 
has been done up to the present, though one powerful 
concern is building a plant especially for killing 3,000 
pigs daily. The capital invested in these companies, 
which is nearly all from the United States, amounts 
to something like £2,000,000. 

QUALITY OF MEarT. 

The quality of the meat (being mostly Indian Zebu 

crossed on native cows) is not good, and the export 
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at present is chiefly to Italy. Later on, in all pro- 
pability, France, Germany and the United States will 
be consumers, 

It is of supreme importance that the stock should 
be graded up, so that the quality of the meat may 
compare with what is now being exported from Argen- 
tina and Uruguay. This is already being done, but 
not on a very large scale, by importing pedigree stock. 
Some come from England, but by far the larger quan- 
tity are bought in the Argentine, Uruguay and the 
United States, owing to closer relations existing be- 
tween these countries than with England in this respect. 

STRENGTH OF STOCKS. 

The existing stock in the country ean be roughly

From these figures it will be seen that an enormous 
increase in the number of animals per square kilometre 
could be carried. Cattle, for example, can be increased 
to 70,000,000 head, but, of course, this can only come 
about when the land has been properly divided up, and 
proper facilities for transport made so as to utilise the 
large rivers, and to extend the railway system. There 
are vast tracts of land completely tucnaleged through 
want of communication. 


PASTURAGE. 

There are no better stock-raising districts in the world 
than those in some parts of Brazil, and although a 
few districts have to be excepted, generally the whole 
of Brazil is adapted to stock of one sort or another. 
Unfortunately, owing to want of knowledge of the 
different breeds of stock, the tendency is to rush into 
one breed—ag is occurring now with the Indian Zebu 
cattle—instead of studying a particular district and 
deciding what breed of stock would suit it best. 

There is an enormous variety of native grasses of 
first-class quality for stock, and in ordinary years, 
owing to the large rainfall and short winter, the grasses 
are practically growing all the year round. Except 
in the Amazon district, where it is flat, the country 
is generally mountainous or rolling, heavily timbered, 
with any quantity of small springs, streams, etc., for 
supplying water. The most open land is down in Rio 
Grande do Sul, which resembles the Uruguayan camps; 
and in Matto Grosso, on the Bolivian border, there 
are rolling plains resembling Argentina, but quite in- 
accessible at present. 

Maize (Indian corn) can be grown all over the 
country, and in many parts alfalfa (lucerne), oats, 
wheat, barley, etc. :

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CLIMATE. 


In the Northern Provinces it is very hot, and the 
Zebu cattle are the best for those parts, but in the 
Highlands of the interior and Southern Provinces the 
winters are fairly cold. As far as the climate is con- 
cerned, stock do well. There are plenty of trees for 
shelter both from the heat and cold. Like all stock- 
raising countries, there are certain diseases to contend 
with, but inoculation and dipping for ticks have proved 
that they can be avoided. 

BreeDS—HORsEs. 

The native horse is small and hardy, the best crosses 
being with Suffolk Punch, Arab, Hackney and Hunter 
sires, but mules are very largely used, especially in 
the hotter districts. ) 

Racing is in full swing, and there are two important 
clubs—Jockey and Derby—in Rio de Janeiro, where 
meetings are held every week. Gambling appeals to 
the South Americans, and there is little fear of their 
keenness for it dying out. Several geod thoroughbred 
studs have been started, but new blood will always 
be wanted. 


BREEDS—CATTLE. 


There are several different’ breeds of native cattle 
originating from Portuguese stock imported years ago; 
the general type is large-boned and coarse, but hardy. 
‘hey have been chiefly crossed with Indian Zebu, of 
which there are some good pure-bred herds now in 
Brazil, and the result so far has been a success, for 
this is the stock from which the Freezing Companies 
get their present supplies. 

The drawbacks are the quality of meat and the fact 
that this breed carries the meat in the fore instead of 
hind quarters. To counteract this, the cross-bred stock 
should be topped with some British breed, such as 
Herefords, Devons, Lincoln Reds, Polléd Angus, Short- 
horns—Red Polls. A good number of these breeds 
have been imported, but besides these, Holsteins, 
Flamengo, Normando, Limousine, Simmenthal, 
Schwitz and Jerseys have taken a strong hold, and 
do well. 





SWINE. 

Next in importance to cattle, pigs do remarkably 
well, and the consumption of pork is very great. The 
English breeds which seem to do best are Berkshire 
and Large Black, though other English breeds do well, 
also Poland China. There are some good native breeds 
of large size but narrow. 


SHEEP. 


Sheep have had very little attention up to the present, 
as they have been bred more for wool and hides than 
meat. There are some very fine sheep lands, and 
the following breeds should give good results in the 
country:—Romney Marsh, Lincoln, all Down breeds 
and Suffolks; Merinos have been imported from the 
United States, and also do well. 

SUMMARY. 

Comparing the latest estimates of the stock of cattle 

in the following countries Brazil stands fourth, but in 


the Official Commercial Bulletin, No. 1 of July, 1918, 


the Brazilian Government claim third place for Brazil.

The war will have had a disastrous effect on Ger- 
many, Russia, Austria and France as to livestock, 
thus Brazil has the chance to step in and supply the 
deficiency, but the quality of her stock is against her, 
and the only remedy is to import more sires or pure- 
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bred animals; the more natural course is to get them 
from Argentina, Uruguay and the United States, and, 
lastly, England—although England is the country most 
fitted to supply the breeds Brazil wants. 

Although Argentina twenty-five years ago was not 
so well prepared as Brazil is to-day, to develop her 
stock-breeding industry, she is now one of the leading 
stock-raising countries, through buying English stock. 
Brazil can do the same. 

The value of the livestock in Brazil is estimated 
to be £248,154,910. In addition, there is invested in 
Meat Freezing Companies £2,000,000. 

SuGGESTED SHow-FarM oF ENGLISH STOCK. 


United States interests have already bought large 
tracts of land and started stock raising on a big scale. 
The demand for pure-bred stock will be ever increasing, 
and the question is how this can be directed towards 
England. An expert who is temporarily attached to 
the British Legation at Rio de Janeiro suggests the 
starting of a show-farm of English breeds in Brazil, 
where the Brazilians could go and see the different 
breeds, discuss their fitness for the particular part of 
Brazil where their farms are situated, also get some 
practical instructions as to the management of pedigree 
stock, what points always to bear in mind when breed- 
ing, and which would be the best breeds to use with 
the stock they had for the moment; also suggestions 
as to the best methods of managing a farm on more 
up-to-date lines than is generally done in Brazil. 

If the manager of this official farm was a responsible 
representative, the Brazilians could either buy what 
they saw in the place or give orders for stock which 
fhe manager could send straight to the breeders in 
England, thus avoiding the importation of inferior 
animals, 

AppEAL* To ENGLISH StTocK-BREEDERS. 

Much good work in the way of propaganda could 
also be done, especially as animals could also he sent 
to the big Annual Livestock Show held in Rio de 
Janeiro by the Sociedade Nacional de Agricultura, who 
would also do all in their power to facilitate matters. 

This show-farm could be established if the different 
Livestock Breeding Societies in England would com- 
bine to run it, sending out the necessary stock as 
required. The Brazilian Government are quite aware 
of the importance to Brazil of getting more pure-bred 
stock. They give free entry and all possible facilities 
to encourage importation, and have already several 
technical farms, and probably would be only too ready 
to lease one of these at low rent in view of the advan- 
tage to the country of such a farm and the friendly 
relations existing between His Majesty’s Government 
and Brazil. 

Cost OF SCHEME. 


The initial capital required to start with, for current 
expenses, men’s wages, freight of stock, etc., until 
things got into working order, would be about £20,000, 
but this outlay would be refunded by putting aside a 
percentage of the difference between the cost price of 
the stock put on the farm and the sale price. The 
farm eventually should turn out a very paying busi- 
ness, as it would practically be a deposit for a con- 
tinuous stream of animals which should all be sent 
out as young as possible. 

If a large capital could be raised it would be more 
advisable to start a big farm for purchase, raising and 
selling national cattle, which might be located further 
up country in connection with the Pedigree Stock Farm, 
which should be situated in some central and easily 
accessible district. The development of the larger 
estate would help to advertise the pedigree stock, and 
some of the pedigree stock could be used for grading 
up the native animals. 

This large concern would sun into big figures, espe- 
cially as land is always increasing in value and a boom 
may be expected, so that action should be taken as 
soon as possible. 
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Notes on Trade.

UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT’S COMMERCIAL 
INTELLIGENCE SERVICE. 

An urgent appeal for an expansion of the United 
States Department of Commerce to meet the demands 
that will be made upon it as soon as the war is over 
has been made by the Chief of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce of that Department in an 
address before the Convention of the American Manu- 
facturers’ Export Association at New York. 

‘‘ There are only eleven American commercial at- 
tachés,’’ he stated, ‘‘ because funds for more do not 
exist. Our new estimates call for eighteen. 

‘‘ Instead of being content with thirty travelling 
agents covering the entire world, as last year, we are 
asking now for thirty in Kurope alone (when the war 
is over), and as many more in the Far East and South 
America. 

‘“ Our foreign technical service must be reinforced 
and organised by a force at Washington that can test 
the work for scientific accuracy, unify it, tabulate it 
for comparison with previous data, attach correct con- 
clusions, and put it into readable form for merchants. 
The Bureau should have for this purpose highly 
competent statisticians, economists, commodity spe- 
cialists, Customs experts, shipping advisers, and go 
forth; without them the authority and helpfulness of 
the Department of Commerce fails completely. Men 
of such grades receiving decent salaries of three to six 
thousand dollars are allowed to the regular Government 
commissions and to some of the War Boards, whereas 
we are restricted to salaries around eighteen hundred 
for some of our best research men. As a result the 
bulk of our work falls upon overworked division ad- 
ministrators who tire out and leave us.’’ 

Eventually the Convention was informed that the 
Department of Commerce should have added to it a 
Bureau of Industrial Practice that would aid in elimi- 
nating waste in man power, time, material, and over- 
head cost; also a Division of Material Valuation, for 
studying the original sources, the handling, and the 
grades of foreign and domestic materials, a Division 
of Information on Internal Waater and Railways, a 
Division of Distribution Economy, and a Division of 
Cost Finding Methods. 


“We at Washington,’’ he explained, “‘ are not so 


lost in the details of our daily routine that we do not 
frequently lift our eyes to the commercial horizon and 
see new developments in prospect. The main purpose 
back of our daily work and our plans for the future is 
just this: We want to give the commercial public a 
steady flow of trade and industrial information, com- 


prehensive, straight to the point, and usable. Nor 


should it fail to deal with every phase of business 
where there is a fundamental problem. Without such 


helpfulness and advice our business interests may be out- 


stripped by European operators. For we know that the 


European manufacturer and merchant, under the spur 


of war needs, has acquired habits of scientific manage- 
ment that have made him more efficient than ever be- 
fore. During the last four years he has been forced to 
measure with sensitive scales his scanty resources in 
men, materials and time, and certainly our own pro- 
ducers must observe the same rules of scientific pre- 
cision if they hope to hold their own in competition. 
There is not the slightest doubt of our ability to meet 
all comers on an equal basis if we add to our natural 
energy and ingenuity a determination to be guided by 
facts properly ascertained and explained. No agency 
is better able to discover and collect the facts than 
the Department of Commerce.”’

BOILERS REVOCATION ORDER, 

The Minister of Munitions has issued an Order dated 
13th December revoking the Boilers Keturns and the 
Boilers Control Orders which provided respectively (a) 
for the making of certain returns and (b) that no person 
except with a permit might purchase, sell, or deal in 
any second-hand steam pressure ‘boiler other than 
boilers for use in locomotives, motor-cars, vehicles or 
ships. ‘The Order does not, however, authorise dealing 
in boilers for which a permit is required under the 
tailway Material (Second-lsand) Order, 1916. The 
text of the Revocation Order is given in our *‘ Govern- 
ment Notices *’ Section. 





— CONTROL OF BUILDING BRICKS. 

With a view to encouraging the industry to increase 
the output of bricks to meet the prospective demand, 
it is the intention of the Minister of Munitions, pro- 
vided the present system of control continues, to 
maintain the present controlled maximum prices for 
a period of six months from the Ist January, 1919.

REPORT ON BUILDING BYE-LAWS. 

Recommendations involving legislation in the build- 
ing industry are made in the Report of the Depart- 
mental Committee on Building Bye-Laws (Cd. 9123). 
The majority of the suggestions are for alterations to 
bring the machinery of control up to date. The re- 
vision of any obstructive bye-laws is considered an 
essential part of the work of reconstruction. Problems 
of the housing of the working classes, especially under 
conditions caused by the war, and likely for some time 
to persist, will show local authorities more clearly 
than ever before the necessity of bringing their bye-laws 
into line with the most approved methods of develop- 
ment. Whilst it is important to remember that the 
housing of the working classes is only part of the field 
which bye-laws cover, the general revision to which 
housing schemes may be expected to give rise will 
benefit other forms of building and development. The 
Local Government Board will doubtless, following the 
policy which dictated their circulars of 1906 and 1912, 
do what they can to stimulate revision as soon as the 
position (for instance, in regard to the staffs of local 
authorities) has sufficiently improved; but their powers 
are now so limited that the present need for speedy 
action lends urgency to the plea for amendment of 
the law. The Committee are of opinion that steps 
should be taken to give effect as soon as practicable 
to all their recommendations. The recommendation 
to amend the statutory definitions of new building 
has become urgent by reason of the defect in the 
Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 1907. Another 
recommendation proposes to cure what is the one 
great defect in the bye-law system as it now exists, 
namely, the absence of an effective power in the Local 
Government Board to withdraw their confirmation of 
& bye-law if subsequent experience shows that it should 
not remain in force.

ESTIMATE OF CROP ACREAGES. 


The Officiating Director of Statistics at Calcutta has 
issued the following forecasts of certain crop acreages in 
British India for the present season. 

SESAMUM. 

This forecast is based upon reports received from eight 
provinces, which contain on an average 76 per cent. of the 
total area under sesamum in British India. The returns 
in this forecast exclude estimates for the ‘‘mixed’’ crop of 
the United Provinces and for the late crop of Bengal and 
Madras . The final Memorandum, which will be published 
in January, will include, as usual, returns for these crops. 

The total area under crop reported at the end of October 
for tlhe present season is 1,589,000 acres, as against 2,756,000 
acres reported at the same time last year, or a decrease of 
42 per cent. Details of the area by provinces are stated

The condition of the crop in October was reported to be 
good only in the Central Provinces and Berar and in 
Bihar. Elsewhere the crop has suffered through deficient 
rainfall, and its condition is, on the whole, only fair. 

GROUNDNUT. 


This forecast is based upon reports received from the three 
provinces of Madras, Burma, and Bombay, which comprise 
99 per cent. of the entire groundnut area of British India. 

The total area sown in the present season in_ these 
provinces is estimated at 1,147,000 acres, as against 
1,771,000 acres estimated in October, 1917, or a decrease 
of 35 per cent. The decrease is attributed to deficient rain- 
fuli at sowing time. &

This forecast is based upon reports furnished by provinces 
which contain about 99 per cent. of the total area under rice 
in British India. The reports relate to conditions up to 
the lst October. 

The total area sown is reported to be 70,952,000 acres, 
which is 6 per cent. below the revised estimate (75,315,000 
acres) for the corresponding period of last year. As com- 
pared with the final estimate of last year (79,614,000 acres), 
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the present estimate shows a decrease of 11 per cent.

The weather conditions at sowing time were not favour- 
abie, except in Lower Burma, the Central Provinces, and 
Berar, and for the winter crop of Bengal. The present 
condition of the crop appears to be generally good in Burma, 
the Central Provinces and Berar, Madras, and with regard 
to the winter crop of Bengal and Bihar and Orissa. 

Sucar CANE. 

This forecast is based upon reports furnished by provinces, 
which contain, on an average, 99 per cent. of the total area 
under sugar cane in British India. 

The arca so far reported this year amounts to 2,590,000 
acres, as against 2,565,000 acres estimated in October, 1917, 
or an increase of 1 per cent. As compared with the final 
estimate (2,796,000 acres) last year, the present estimate. 
shows a decrease of 7 per cent. 

The crop has been adversely affected by deficient rainfall 
in northern India, and rain is badly wanted in parts of the 
United Provinces. In Bengal a good deal of damage has 
been done by floods. Elsewhere the present condition of the 
crop is reported to be generally good.

DUNEDIN. 

There has been a large decrease in the volume of .imports, 
of other than beverages, for the past few months, as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of last year; par- 
ticularly in most classes of hardware—corrugated iron, wire 
nails, pig-iron, bars and plates, tin and zinc, being all in 
very short supply. In fact stocks, excepting drapery, are so 
small that it is rather a question of conserving them than 
of making sales. It is, therefore, difficult to gauge the 
present buying capacity of the community; but, apart from 
the restriction of trade, due to the absence from the market 
of a number of commodities that, in ordinary times, are 
regarded as necessaries, there is some evidence of a tendency 
towards a reduced private expenditure in view of a possible 
check to the present prosperity. 

The financial position is very sound. Savings Bank 
deposits show a constant increase, notwithstanding large 
public subscriptions to a recent war loan, and to a number 
of patriotic objects. 

Nothing can yet be said as to the prospects of the produc- 
ing season, for the weather continues to be very wintry, 
and farm work is unusually backward.

All the chief products obtained better local prices than 
in 1916, with the exception of Cocoa and Rubber. This 
fact, with the increased quantities exported, explains the 
increase of £97,314 in value. The chief exports were :— 


Cocoa. 


Production.—1,571,688 kilogs., valued at £49,345. The 
quantity increased by 1,140,389 kilogs., and the value by 
£25,059. This increase was not altogether due to greater 
production in Togoland, but to the large quantity which 
came in by inland routes from the Gold Coast to the various 
markets, especially that of Palime. Restrictions on the 
export of Cocoa to the United Kingdom came into force in 
March, 1917, and immediately created a depressed market, 
which continued throughout the year. Prior to March, 
82,991 kilogs., valued at £2,781, were exported to England, 
and no more since. Merchants turned their attention to 
the American market, to which 925,076 kilogs.. valued 
£25,941, were shipped, with France next with 563,621 
kilogs., valued £20,623. 

CopRa. 


Production.—743.744 kilogs., valued at £23,741, showing 
increases of 392,591 kilogs., and £16,576. The increase is 
entirely due to the quantity which was brought from the 
Quittah District for shipment from Lome, owing to the 
curtailment of shipping facilities at Quittah. The largest 
quantity, viz., 684.700 kilogs., valued £22,176, was taken 
by France, and 50,362 kilogs., value £1,287, went to the 
United Kingdom. 

MAIzE. 


Production.—2,041,938 kilogs., value £14,976, being a 
decrease of 4,028,550 kilogs., and in value £14,511.  Un- 
seasonable weather had a disastrous effect on the year’s 
crop, and also similar facilities for shipping as existed in 
1916 were not available, cargo-space heing reserved for 
commodities of prior importance and urgently required at 
home. As much as 1.971,459 kilogs., value £14.356, went to 
England, and the balance of 70,479 kilogs., value £620, to 
West African Colonies. 

CoTTon. 


Production.—4418.405 kilogs., value £32,497, or an increase 
in quantity of 111.725 kilogs., and in value £15.415. There 
was a firm demand for this product throughout the year, 
and its cultivation extended. The United Kingdom took 
381.988 kilogs.. value £26,112; France 49.583 kilogs., value 
£4,785; and West African Colonies 16,834 kilogs., value 
£1,600. 

Patm KERNELS. 


Production.—8,326,137  kilogs., value £133,147, being 
increases in quantity and value of 118.737 kilogs., and 
£12.622. The demand was very firm and the supply insuffi- 
cient to meet it. Practically the whole year’s nroduction was 
exported. the United Kinedom receiving 6.876.435 kilogs., 
value £108.993; France 1.217,622 kilogs, value £21,068; and 
the United States 178,080 kilogs., value £3,086. 

Pam OIL. 

Production.—1,635,430 litres, value £49,672, showing in- 
creases of 616,418 litres, and £28,228. The price in the local 
market was much better than in 1916, and it shared with 
palm kernels a prior claim to shipping space. The United 
Kingdom took 639.893 litres, value £16,219; France 885.841 
litres, value £30.709; United States of America 107,716 
litres, value £2,674; and a small quantity, valued at £70, 
went to West African Colonies. 


RvuBeER. 


Production.—f4,272 kilogs., value £10,273, being an 
increase of 22,592 kilogs., and £2,900. The local price was 
not as good as during the previous year. The whole quantity 
was exported to the United Kingdom. 


Stsan Hemp. 
Production.—209,826 kilogs., value £7,798. This industry 


is a new one and a small quantity of 18,102 kilogs., valued 
at £464, was exported in 1916. There is a plantation in the 
British Zone, and another in the sphere under the French 
Government—that under British control being the more 
extensive. Machinery equipment is limited, otherwise the 
output of hemp would have been much larger. The Togo 
Plantation in the British Zone manufactured 208 tons of 
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hemp during the year, which was disposed of locally at a 
satisfactory figure. The whole quantity exported was taken 


by the United Kingdom. 





EUROPE. 
FRANCE, 
UTILISATION OF WATER POWER. 


According to statistics which were to have been presented 
before a proposed Water Power Congress at Lyon in 
September, 1914, the water power at that time already 
employed in France was 750,000 horse-power, of which 
390,000 horse-power was for distribution, and 400,000 horse- 
power for direct utilisation by electro-chemical and electro- 
metallurgical industries. Later figures published in “La 
Metallurgie,’’ show that 565,000 horse-power (850,000 horse- 
power nominal) are in employment or the necessary works 
are in course of construction. Of this total, 120,000 horse- 
power was made available in 1917, and 330,000 horse-power 
will be available by the end of 1918. The remainder will be 
available in 1920 or 1921. 


GEOGRAPHICAL GROUPS. 


The development of the electrical industry has not been 
confined to the Alps, important works having been 
established in the Pyrenees. From the electrical point of 
view these can be divided into the following three groups:— 
Western Pyrenees (basin of the Adour), Central Pyrenees 
(basin of the Garonne), and the Eastern Pyrenees (basin of 
the Tet). 

The network of the Midi Railway has been electrified 
between Bayonne-Tarbes-Toulouse, as well as the branch 
lines towards the mountains, but the service has not been 
opened owing to the lack of motor carriages. 

Especially interesting are the four installations in the 
high basin of the Garonne in the valleys of the Lys, of the 
Pique near Luchon. :

1. Generating 12,000 horse-power by utilising a fall of 
215 metres, with a canal of 5 kms.

MINISTRY OF MUNITIONS BECOMES 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL 

| RECONSTRUCTION. 

By a Decree published in the ‘Journal Officiel’’ of the 
27th November, provision is made for transforming the 
Ministry of Munitions into a Ministry of Industrial Recon- 
struction, of which the principal functions will be :— 

To stimulate production and to place orders, allocate and 
establish priority for supplies of materials (other than food 
products). 

The functions of the Ministry of Munitions in connection 


with munitions and war materials will be transferred to the 
War Office. 





ITALY. 


CONTROL OF TRADE IN HIDES. 


A Decree, published in the ‘‘Gazzetta Ufficiale’? of 2nd 
November, brings the control of trade in hides until six 
months after the conclusion of peace, under the Ministry 
of War, which will attend to military and civil supplies by 
means of an Advisory Committee, an Executive Council, 
and a Board of Hides. 

The Advisory Council will make decisions on : — 

(a) Measures necessary for putting the resolution of 
the Committee into execution when approved by the 
Ministers concerned. 

(b) Purchases abroa‘. 

(c) Purchase and ‘requisitioning of home-grown skins 
and those of foreign origin in the kingdom. 

(d) Assignment of raw material to industrial establish- 
ments, and, when necessary, giving encouragement to dis 
tributing societies for the above purpose. 

(e) Supply of dressed skins, and the accessory material 
for manufacturing leather articles, and, when necessary, 
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resorting to direct purchase and distrikution of the material 
purchased. 

(f) Manufacture of the leather articles required by the 
Military Administration and of the Nation’s boots, by the 
terms of the Decrees of 3rd December, 1916 (No. 1693), of 
8rd August, 1917 (No. 1845)—-the functions of the Ministry 
of Industry relating to the distribution of the said boots 
remaining as before. 

(g) Measures necessary for controlling production and 
the trade of manufactured leather required by the civil and 
industrial population, ensuring its development, and, when 
necessary, regulating the sale price of the goods and manu- 
factures in great or common use. 

(h) All matters relating to the working of the Board of 


Hides. 





SWITZERLAND. 
NO RELAXATION OF EXPORT RESTRICTIONS. 


A joint communication from the Swiss Federal Depart- 
ment of Economics and the Food Office states that certain 
trade circles entertain the mistaken expectation that with 
the coming conclusion of peace the Swiss frontiers will be 
opened for the export of goods. With a view to export goods 
are being bought up and orders accepted from foreign firms. 

The transition from war to peace conditions, according to 
this communication, will be gradual, and no release of food, 
clothing, or other indispensable articles for export purposes 
is contemplated until all home requirements have been 
covered and all difficulties of import removed. All specula- 
tive buying up of goods which causes a withdrawal of these 
goods from the market, no matter for how short a period, 
impedes the supply of commodities, and is in consequence 





| prohibited. Articles purchased in this way will be subjected 


to confiscation, and dealers expose themselves to severe 
penalties by participation in such traffic. 


AFRICA. 


ALGERIA. 
VISIT OF AN AMERICAN MISSION. 


An American mission has recently paid a visit to Algeria 
lasting two months. The members, according to advices 
received from Paris, have been favourably impressed by the 
great resources to be cultivated in the country and which, 
they say, would justify the establishment of a steamship 
line between that country and the United States. 

The Governor of Algeria ‘has appointed an Algerian 
mission to go to the United States. 


TUNIS. 
EXPORTATION OF DATES. 


A Decree published in the ‘‘Journal Officiel,’’ Tunis, of 
23rd October, states that in view of reports received regard- 
ing the date harvest, it is possible to open an export credit 
of 9,100 quintals of deglas, and 30,000 quintals of inferior 
qualities, for shipment to France and Allied countries. 

Export will be permitted only on special licence granted 
by the General Directorate of Finances. 

The above-mentioned credits do not include direct exports 
from the Djerid in the southern territories of Algeria, which 
will be authorised to the amount of 15,000 quintals of 
common dates by the Tozeur Civil Control.

JAPAN. 


THE INDUSTRIAL MOBILISATION LAW. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama states that 
by Imperial Ordinances Nos. 368 and 369 of the 2nd October, 
the provisions of the Industrial Mobilisation Law have been 
applied to Corea, Formosa, Saghalien, the Kwantung 
Province, and the territory appurtenant to the South 
Manchurian Railway Company. 

The scope of this important Law was described on p. 518 
of the ‘Journal’? of 24th October. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 
THE JAVA SUGAR CROP OF 1919. 


According to a cable from Java the Governor-General of 
the Netherland East Indies has withdrawn his restrictions 
upon the shipment of sugar, and permits are now heing 
readily granted. 
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The minimum prices have been raised for the relatively 
small remnant of the 1918 crop, and sales of the 1919 crop 
are now taking place. Fifty thousand piculs of muscovados 
of the 1919 crop have been sold at 10} florins, and negotia- 
tions are taking place for the sale of a considerable parcel 
of ‘‘Superior’’ at 12 florins per picul. 

These contracts are for delivery ‘‘about June,’”’ and in 
sugar circles in Java the prices are considered very satis- 
factory. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


BANKING DEVELOPMENTS IN CHICAGO. 
(From H.M. Consul-General.) 








CHICAGO. 


There have been two or three notable events in Chicago 
Banking circles of late. 

The First National Bank of Chicago has now effected the 
organisation of a Foreign Trade Department, which in 
connection with the Foreign Exchange Department is to 
form the international division of the Bank, the first of its 
kind in Chicago. Every possible information and assistance 
is to be afforded those business men desirous of establishing 
international trade relations. 

By the recent consolidation on 1st November of the Con- 
tinental and Commercial Savings Bank, with the Hibernian 
Banking Association, the stock of these two Banks being 
owned by the shareholders of the Continental and Savings 
National Bank, the latter institution has now at its com- 
mand 470,000,000 dols. This represents the second largest 
amount of resources controlled by any one Bank in the 
United States, and is taken as evidence of the financial 
growth of Chicago. 





INTERNATIONAL HIGH COMMISSION AND 
THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


More extensive use of the metric system in the trade and 
commerce of the United States is recommended in a resolu- 
tion adopted by the United States section of the Inter- 
national High Commission, of which Secretary McAdoo is 
chairman, according to a statement issued by the Treasury 
Department. The statement follows :— 

The Commission has regarded this subject as of particular 
importance in the United States. It is, of course, un- 
necessary for the United States section to recommend to the 
Latin-American sections of the Commission anything in 
connection with the metric system, which is exclusively in 
use throughout Latin-America. 

One of the main obstacles to documentary uniformity as 
between the United States and Latin-America is to he 
found in the fact that the United States does not make the 
use of the metric system obligatory, and consequently its 
consular documents have to allow the use of that system 
merely as optional. Ang uniform system of classifying 
merchandise, however, will require on the part of the United 
States thoroughgoing and complete adherence to the metric 
system. 

Use 1n TRADE. 

Of more importance than statistical and administrative 
questions is the use of the metric system in trade. Now that 
the United States is being drawn into closer and more vital 
commercial relations by the rest of the world, and par- 
ticularly with Latin America, her manufacturers and ex- 
porters will be obliged, the Report states, to meet the 
demands of their prospective customers in a somewhat more 
accommodating frame of mind than hitherto. Only the 
English-speaking nations still have to adopt the metric 
system of weights and measures, and among them the British 
Empire, or at least Great Britain, seems to be giving serious 
consideration to the necessity of making a change. 





RISING MARKET FOR HOPS. 
(From the British Consul.) 
PorRTLAND, OREGON. 


Owing to the cessation of hostilities the hop market in 
this Consular district has taken a rapid rise. The market 
is to-day (18th November) on a twenty-five cent basis, with 
good prospects of going up to thirty cents before the month 
is ended. Several deals at twenty-five cents have been 
closed in this State, as also in the State of Washington, and 
the volume of business appears to be limited only by the 
refusal of many growers to accept the price offered to-day. 

A large part of the buying in the Coast States has been 
done by exporters, but signs are also not wanting that 
American brewers are laying in supplies. From this it 
would seem that domestic brewers are anticipating an earl 
removal or modification of the brewing restrictions whic 
were imposed by the Fuel and food Administrations. The 
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English trade is concerned chiefly with the shipping condi- 
ditions which will determine whether the hops can be moved 
abroad promptly. 

Interest is not confined entirely to spot hops. There is a 
keen demand for next year’s growth, and twenty cents has 
been paid in the State of Oregon on contract with other 
dealers freely offering this price.

UNITED KINGDOM. 
THE COASTING TRADE. 


Since the armistice the shipping position in the coasting 
trade has improved considerably, and for the time being 
there is no longer any necessity for explicit directions with 
regard to coasting voyages being given by the Ministry of 
Shipping. 

The present system of licensing voyages in the coasting 
trade will be kept in force for a short time longer, but it 
will*e open to owners if they so wish to apply for general 
licences for trading within a wider area than it has been 
possible to allow during recent months. 

The Shipping Controller wishes to take this opportunity 
to remove a misapprehension which appears to exist in some 
quarters that the limitation freight rates in the coasting 
trade, as well as in other trades, are fixed rates, and that 
owners are not allowed to accept lower rates. This of course 
is not the case. The limitation rates are maximum rates 
which must not be exceeded, but it is in the general 
interest that chartering should as soon as possible return to 
normal conditions in which freight rates represent the 
equilibrium between supply and demand.

SERBIA. 
REDUCED RAILWAY RATES AND THE 
ZONE SYSTEM. 


H.M. Minister at Corfu states that a report, published 
in the ‘‘Official Gazette’? of the 12th October, and presented 
by the Serbian Minister of Commerce to the Council of 
Ministers, and approved by them, makes certain tariff reduc- 
tions on the Serbian Railways, and introduces Zone Tariffs 
for certain specified articles with the object of ensuring the 
most rapid and best way of feeding and clothing the 
inhabitants of Serbia, and of getting the requisite food for 
the cattle, as well as of obtaining as expeditiously as possible 
the implements, machinery, etc., necessary for agriculture. 

These recommendations have been adopted by the Council 
of Ministers, and will hold good for all goods entrained on 
the Serbian State Railways until 3lst March, 1919. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


PROPOSED INTRODUCTION OF RAILWAY 
ZONES. 

The Railroad Administration proposes, according to the 
American press, to establish tentatively five zones in the 
West and South, wherein a new scale of rates will be 
established, based on cost of transportation and density of 
traffic. 

It is stated that the advantages over the existing system 
are, that for given distances all shippers would pay the same 
rates, regardless of whether their shipping point was served 
by one or several railways competing for the same traffic. lt 
would tend to promote haulage by the shortest route, as 
charges would be based on mileage. 

Free ‘operation of commercial competition would be per- 
mitted, and the restrictions placed by State rate barriers, 
particularly in the Southern States, would cease. 








NEW DRY DOCK AT LOS ANGELES. 

Dredging is now being carried on at the port of Ios 
Angeles for the new Government floating dry dock. 

it is stated that the dock will require a depth of fifty 
feet to accommodate steamships of 10,000 tons. An estimate 
has been made of the earth requiring removal at 1,300,000 
eubic yards. This will entail dredging operations for four 
or five months. 





NEW ORLEANS—ST. LOUIS BARGE SERVICE 
ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 
(From the Acting British Consul.) 
St. Louis, Missovurt. 


A barge line service between this city and New Orleans 
was inaugurated in the last week of September, when a fleet 
of three 1,000-ton barges and a tow boat, fully loaded with 
grain, shoes, hardware, clothing and provisions, departed 
from the local wharf. 

The trip to New Orleans, with several stops at river points, 
was expected to take from six to eight days, and eleven 
days will be required for the return journey. 

At present freight is being accepted at rates twenty per 
cent. under charges for transportation by rail, with the 
prospect that lower rates will be put into effect later on. 

The first round trip of barges was completed on the 25th 
October. The down river trip with the cargo mentioned 
above took thirteen days, with operation only during day- 
light, and the return trip, during which the barges were 
in constant movement, tock twelve days with a cargo of 
twenty-five freight-car loads of cheap straw hats from Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, Brazilian coffee, and nitrates from the west 
coast of South America. 

The permanency of the barge line seems assured, as the 
Director-General of Railreads at Washington announced on 
22nd October that he had awarded contracts to the sum of 
6,170,000 dols. for the building of permanent equipment, 
consisting of six steamers, to be equipped with engines of 
1,800 h.-p., and forty steel barges, each designed to carry 
2,000 tons of freight in eight feet of water.

BRITISH INDIA. 





REPORT ON THE MINING INDUSTRY. 

The Annual Report of the Chief Inspector of Mines in 
India for the year 1917 deals with labour conditions and 
output. 

During the year, the Report states, the average number 
of persons working in and about the mines regulated by the 
Indian Mines Act was 211,881, of whom 133,042 worked 
undergreund and 78,839 on the surface. This is an in- 
crease of 13,962 workers or 7.05 per cent. over 1916. Those 
emploved in coal mines numbered 153,683, which is an in- 
crease of 10,224, compared with 1916. 

In spite of this increase the owners of the larger coal 
mines in Bengal and in Bihar and Orissa were badly off for 
labour, especially during the latter part of the year, and 
complaints were rife that such labour as did attend did far 
less work than usual. The reasons were partly the good 
harvest of 1916 and an abnormal monsoon in 1917, which 
gave heavy rain and which lasted beyond the usual period, 
but the unusual condition of the coal trade referred to be- 
low undoubtedly played its part and influenced the dis- 
tribution of labour. 

Coat. 

There was a large increase in the output of coal, which 
reached 17,326,384 tons. This is an increase of 907,302 
tons, or 5.53 per cent. over the output of 1916, the average 
increase during the previous ten years being 730,641 tons. 
This is the first year in which the seventeenth million has 
been reached, and the increase represents an addition of 
nearly one miilion tons in two years. The opening stocks 
were 697,276 tons, and the closing stocks were 518,838 tons. 
The despatches amounted to 14,979,190 tons, and the colliery 
consumption to 1,835,510 tons (10.59 per cent. of the out- 
put). The amount of coal delivered to coking was 690,122 
tons, from which 190,329 tons of hard coke and 225,120 tons 
of soft coke were made 

This increase was general throughout British India, and 
only in five of the seventeen coalfields was there failure to 
respond to it. Amongst these five, however, were the im- 
portant Raniganj and Giridih coalfields, the other three he- 
ing small fields. The main increase was in the Jharia 
ecalfield, the output of which was 833,470 tons more than in 
1916, and there were substantial increases in the coalfields 
of the Central Provinces, the Bokaro-Ramgarh field and 
the portion of the Raniganj coalfield lying to the west of the 
Barakar river, generally known as the Mugma area. If it 
had not been for the increase in the last named the de- 
crease in the Raniganj coalfield on the whole would have 
been even more marked than it was. 

Of the total output, 16,562,712 tons, or 95.59+per cent., 
were raised in Bengal and Bihar and Orissa, the percentage 
of the previous five years being 95.89. It is difficult io 
draw any comparison between the conditions in these two 
coalfields in 1917, and those previously existing, as they 
were to such a large degree influenced, even dominated, by 
war requirements. 

Output peR PERSON. 

The output per person employed during the year was (a) 
below ground 182 tons, and (b) above and below ground 113 
tons. The output in England in 1916 was 323 tons per 
person employed below ground and 251 tons per person em- 
ployed above and below ground. 

The whole question of the output of Indian coal is one of 
labour. Given a sufficient supply, the output from the 
existing werkings could, it is stated, be increased 50 per 
cent. During the year the effects of scarcity of machinery 
and plant and the inability to obtain replacements and addi- 
tions for development from Europe began to be felt. 

Mica. 

The output was practically stationary, being 35,896 ewts. 
as compared with 35,978 cewts. in 1916. This was the re- 
sult of an increase of nearly 10,000 cwits. in the Bihar and 
Orissa field being balanced by an equal decrease in the 
Madras field. In the first-named field conditions in the 
earlier part of the year were much the same as in 1916, 
with prices ruling firm and supplies considerably short of 
the demand, particularly for the better qualities, though 
stained mica was in considerable request. In the latter half 
of the year an increasing demand for the smaller sizes,

chiefly from America, for wireless telegraphy apparatus, re- 
sulted in an abnormal rise in their value. The work in 
this field is now being carried on with greater energy and 
improved methods. New roads are under construction, 
and in other ways the Local Government has assisted the 
mine owners to improve cenditions generally. 

In the Madras field, in spite of the encouraging features 
of the market, there was a marked decrease in the output. 
A considerable number of new plots were prospected but 
very few turned out well. 


MANGANESE. 


There was a decrease in the output, which was 497,252 
tons, as compared with 568,032 tons in 1916. This is a de- 
crease of 12.49 per cent. The demand was strong for 
munitions work in all the Allied countries. The shortage 
of tonnage continued, but the special arrangements made 
by Government for shipping, as in 1916, went far to relieve 
it. Prices advanced still further and the average rate per 
unit for the year was 37} pence, which was a distinct advance 
on that for 1916, which was 293 pence. 


WoLFraM. 


There was again a substantial increase in the output, 
which was 79,312 ewts. In 1916 59,094 cwts. were produced, 
making the increase 34-21 per cent. This increase was most 
noticeable in the first half of the year, which points to its 
being the result of lode mining rather than of hydraulic 
methods. The tribute system, which is still the one mainly 
practised, is responsible for much waste of minerai. There 
are more hopeful signs for the future in that increasing 
attention is being paid to the deeper deposits, the ex- 
ploration of which will necessitate modern methods of min- 
ing and of ore concentration. 

There are now four air compressor plants operating 
machine drills, and two mines are equipped with milling 
machinery of fairly large capacity. In hydraulic mining 
much progress has been made, and water rights have been 
granted to enable several important schemes to be put into 
operation. The most important scheme comprises a reser- 
voir with a capacity of five hundred and fifty million gallons 
to supply water under a head of approximately 1,800 feet to 
turbo generators which will develop power to electrify most 
of the machinery of a large mine and also to drive dredging 
machinery. 

The installation of a magnetic separator at Tavoy has 
been of much assistance in the separation and cleaning of 
concentrates for shipment. Great progress has been made 
in read construction throughout the field. 


GEMs. 


There was again a smail decrease in the output which was 
198,200 carats. In 1916 209,724 carats were raised. This 
is a decrease of 5.49 per cent. The demand for rubies in 
the Home markets was somewhat spasmodic and prices re- 
mained unchanged. In the Indian market there was a 
considerable business in most qualities. Rates for the finer 
stones did not improve, but for the inferior qualities there 
was a substantial advance, amounting to about 25 per cent. 
For sapphires 1917 was a very good year for the producer, 
there being a great demand from Paris. Really fine Mogok 
stones fetched very high prices. This naturally stimulated 
the supply and it is probable that more sapphires were 
found in 1917 than in any previous 12 months on record. 
Royalty payments showed an increase of 57 per cent. 


GoLp, CoPprER AND OTHER MINERALS. 


The goid output again decreased slightly, being 22,991 
ounces, as compared with 23,235 ounces in 1916, a decrease 
of 1.05 per cent. The copper output increased with a leap 
and was 20,108 tons, compared with 2,671 tons in 1916, be- 
ing an increase of nearly 653 per cent. There were in- 

reases in limestone, iron ore, magnesite, molybdenite, 
chromite, clay, tin, steatite and fuller’s earth and decreases 
in slate, salt, bauxite, galena, silver and graphite. 

An output of samarskite is again reported from a mica 
mine in the Nellore District, Madras, and two minerals, 
bismuth and yellow ochre, appear for the first time, the 
former minerals being won from a wolfram mire in Tavoy, 
Burma

GOLD. 

Gold production has been well maintained for the period, 
considering adverse war conditions which have _ been 
aggravated rather than improved during 1918. The signing 
of the armistice on 11th November will have the effect of 
releasing men almost immediately from munition plants, and 
this will tend to relieve the labour shortage from which the 
mining industry as a whole has suffered. The value of the out- 
put, 6,875,766 dols., exceeds that for corresponding period 
in 1917. This was produced from 711,185 tons of ore milled. 
In addition, 65,939 ounces of silver, worth 64,029 dols., 
were recovered. Hollinger and McIntyre continue to be 
the largest producers, the output respectively being valued 
at 4,685,586 dols., and 1,206,875 dols. New producers this 
year include Davidson at Porcupine, Patricia at Boston 
Creek, and Lake Shore at Kirkland Lake. From the last 
mentioned, since milling operations started in March, 11,253 
tons of ore were treated with a recovery in gold and silver 
of 271,265 dols., or 24-10 dols. per ton. At Bosion Creek a 
new find of gold telluride on the Miller Independence kas 
attracted a great deal of attention to this camp. 


SILVER. 


Despite a decline in ounces produced, the output of silver 
for the first nine months of 1918, if maintained for the 
balance of the year, will probably equal in value that of any 
other year in the history of the Cobalt camp. The average 
New York price of the metal for the period was 95-21 -ents 
per fine ounce, the present price of silver being 1-01-}. 
Mines shipping 750,000 ounces or over are given in order: 
Nipissing, Mining Corpcration of Canada, Kerr Lake, 
O’Brien. Shippers this year to date include mines that have 
been idle for some time. Some of these aré Edwards and 
Wright, Ltd., operating the Green Meehan at North Cobalt, 
the Silver Eagle and Keeley mines in South Lorrain, and 
Peterson Lake. Many of the mines are now treating slimes 
and tailings by flotation methods. 

Refineries: The Southern Ontario refineries treated %,758 
tons of ore, 1,208 tons of concentrates, and 1,847 tons of 
residues with a recovery of 3,655,975 ounces of silver in 
addition to cobalt and nickel in the form of metal, oxides, 
and other compounds of these metals. About one-third of 
the output of cobalt metal by the Deloro Smelting and 
Refining Company was used in the production of ‘‘stellite.”’ 
Nickel metal from silver-cobalt-nickel ores was marketed 
to the extent of 224,787 lb., worth 89,275 dolls. 


NICKEL-CopPER. 


The only copper ore shipment was a trial lot by the 
Hudson Copper Company, of Havilah. High operating 
costs, increased freight rates, and smelter charges, and lack 
of a Customs smelter within the Province, contribute to 
make copper mining unprofitable at the present time. As 
a result of the operations at the new Port Colborne refinery 
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of the Jnternational Nickel Company of Canada, there was 
a production of metallic nickel and copper from nickel- 
copper matte. The refinery started last July, and up to the 
end of September, had produced 358,205 ib. of nickel 7nd 
359,713 lb. of copper. The Copper Cliff and Coniston 
smelters treated 1,141,089 tons of ore, producing therefrom 
64,926 tons of matte centaining 33,688 tons of nickel and 
17,232 tons of copper. 
Iron Ore anv Pig Iron. 

During the first nine months of this year 104,222 tons of 
iron ore were shipped. Of this total 84,886 tons were 
shipped to Ontario points and 69,357 tons outside the 
Province. In addition to the output of the Algoma Steel 
Corporation and Moose Mountain, Ltd., shipments were 
made by the Poe Mining Co. from Palmerston, Fron- 
tenac County, and by the Canadian Union Iron Mines 
Corporation from Drummond township, Lanark County. 

Pig iron production came from 1,083,456 tons of ore 
smelted, of which only 87,106 tons were of Ontario origin. 
Although the tonnage of pig iron produced was only slightly 
in excess of the 1917 figures, the value shows an increase 
of nearly 50 per cent. Eight furnaces were in_ blast, 
operated by four companies. The steel production was 
668,333 tons, worth 21,601,144 dols. As a result of the war’s 
ending, the character of the output will be changed almost 
immediately from shell steel to structural steel and rails. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Production of pig lead was in excess of the 1917 output, 
but a decline in price is reported. The only mine and 
smelter operating is that of the James Robertson Estate at 
Galetta, on the Ottawa river. The entire product 1s shipped 
to the headquarters of the company at Montreal. The out- 
put of molybdenite concentrates shows a_ decrease. 
Molybdenum is one of the war materials, and as a result of 
the armistice the demand has declined. 





FRANCE. 





RECONSTRUCTION OF IRON AND STEEL 
INDUSTRY. 

Under the name of ‘Société Corporative des Mines de fer 
et de la Sidérurgie des Régions Sinistrées’’ a company has 
reccntly been tormed in Irance for the purpose of conduct- 
ing commercial or industrial operations useful in bringing 
about the reconstitution and reorganisation of the iron 
mines and steel works of the invaded regions. 

The company is aftliated with the ‘‘Comptoir Central 
d’Achats Industriels pour les Régions Envahies,’’ and has 
its offices with that organisation at 40 Rue du Colisée, Paris. 
The new company is practically a technical commission of 
the Comptoir Central. For convenience, however, a separate 
share company has been organised. Tis capital stock of 
1,000,000 francs, divided into 2,000 shares of 500 francs each, 
is held by iron mining and steel companies owning properties 
in the invaded regions of France. 

The society is administered by a Conseil d’ Administration 
(corresponding to a hoard of directors), composed of not 
less than 10, and not mere than 25, members elected by the 
shareholders. 

Raw MatverRiIAL AND Ee@uirmMent NECESSARY. 

The new company is making estimates of the raw 
material and equipment that will be needed to restore the 
damaged iron mines and steel works in the northern and 
eastern part of France. Its method is to gather the best 
information available regarding the extent to which iron 
imines, blast furnaces, and steel works have been destroyed, 
and on the basis of this data, prepare purchase programmes 
covering the materials needed for replacement. 

These programmes, when approved by the directors of 
the Société Corporative des Mines de fer et de la Sidérurgie, 
are turned over to the Comptoir Central d’Achats for 
execution. 

In 1913 France produced 21,714,000 tons of iron ore, of 
which 19,800,000 tons (or 90 per cent.) came from the one 
Department of Meurthe et Moselle, in which the iron basins 
of Nancy, Longwy, and Briey are located. The last two 
regions, which furnished the great bulk of France’s iron 
ore, have been in the occupation of the enemy since the 
beginning of the war. 

Of the 5,300,000 tons of pig iron produced in French blast 
furnaces the year before the war broke out, 86 per cent. 
came out of the blast furnaces of the north and east. Of 
the 4,600,000 tons of steel ingots cast from French con- 
verters and furnaces in the same year, 3,390,000 tons came 
from the regions which have recently been evacuated by the 
Gerinans.

BRITISH INDIA. 
FORECAST OF COTTON CROP, 1918-19. 


The second forecast of the cotton crop for 1918-19 has been 
issued by the Director of Statistics, relating generally to 
sowings made up to the lst October. 

The total area sown this year amounts to 15,814,000 acres, 
and is 25 per cent. below the estimate at this date last 
year. The decrease, which is mainly due to uxtavourable 
weather conditions at sowing time, occurs in Mysore (80 
per cent.), Ajmer-Merwara (60 per cent.), Rajputana (46 
per cent.), Madras (41 per cent.), Bombay and Hyderabad 
(38 per cent. each), the United Provinces (37 per cent.), 
Central India (12 per cent.), and the Central Provinces and 
Berar (9 per cent.). On the other hand, the North-West 
Frontier Province shows an increase of 41 per cent., Burma 
33 per cent., Sind 31 per cent., Punjab 14 per cent., Bihar 
and Orissa 13 per cent., and Assam 3 per cent. . 

The crop has been adversely affected by deficient rainfall 
in most of the important cotton-growing provinces. ‘The 
present condition of the crop is reported to be good in the 
Central Provinces and Berar, Sind, Burma, Bengal, Bihar 
and Orissa, and Assam. Elsewhere it is generally fair. 
Rain is badly wanted almost everywhere, especially in the 
Central Provinces and Berar and in Gujarat.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


COTTON GROWING BY NATIVES IN 
ZULULAND. 
Cotton cultivation is now being taken up by natives in 
certain districts of Zululand, and in one case good results 
have been obtained. 
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A sample from Indulinde, in the Eshowe Division, was 
recently submitted to the Itinerant Inspector, Tobacco and 
Cotten Division, of the Union Department of Agriculture, 
who reported that the cotton was of excellent colour, with 
good strong staple 14 inches long. It was very clear and in 
good condition, and the value was about 28 pence per Ib. 
Liverpool. 

The Inspector considers that it would be worth at any 
time about 3d. to 34d. per lb. on the price of American 
Middling, and that it was one of the finest samples of South 
African cotton he had seen. 


HONDURAS. 


HENEQUEN CULTIVATION. 


(From the Acting British Consul.) 

TEGUCIGALPA. 
Two growers have planted 200,000 roots each of henequen 
in this district. The plantation, which is likely to be most 
successful, has imported the ‘‘Furcroya Gigante,” the 
mescal of Costa Rica. Other varieties which have been 

planted will produce, it is stated, a leaf of 4 to 6 inches. 
in addition to these large growers, there are 50 smaller 
growers in this district, with a total of 200,000 roots planted 
this year. Next year, it is understood, these same planters 


will have 500,000. 








NEep For MACHINERY. 

The chief requirement of the industry at present is 
machinery. The inachines generally made for other parts 
of South America, where the industry is on a large scale, are 
too large and expensive for this Republic, where the 
industry is on a much smaller scale. 

There is a demand for a small cheap machine for tearing 
out the fibres (desfibradora), with a capacity of 4 to 6,000 
leaves per diem, for hand or animal power. If any manu- 
facturer is prepared to produce such a machine there should 
be a ready sale for them. 

There should also be an opening for complete sets of 
small machinery, comprising machine, boiler, motor, fibre 
preparer, and packer. 

All industries are on a small scale in this district, and the 
only industry for which there is a supply of small machinery 
is that of sugar. One can purchase a ‘‘trapiche,’’ or cane 
crusher, from £5 upwards, but no small machines appear 
to be in the market for the henequen industry, for coffee 
preparation, or for extracting oil from the various oil pro- 
ducing plants.

NORWAY. 


MAXIMUM PROFITS ON DRAPERS’ AND 
MILLINERS’ GOODS. 


According to the Norwegian press, maximum profits have 
been fixed for drapers’ and milliners’ goods in Norway. For 
the first time goods of foreign make are included. 

Manufacturers are limited to profits which are reasonable 
under present conditions. Wholesalers are allowed rates 
varying from 12} per cent. to 173 per cent. among the 36 
groups into which the goods in question are divided. 
Retailers’ profits vary from 15 per cent. to 80 per cent. 

Importers’ profits must be based on the market price in 
the country of origin on Ist January, 1918. Expenses of 
storage in the country of origin may not be taken into 
acccunt. Dispensations may be granted for goods bought 
since Ist January, 1915. Middlemen’s profits on imported 
goods vary from 15 per cent. to 35 per cent., retailers’ profits. 
from 17} per cent. to 40 per cent. For most classes of goods 
the retailers’ profit is fixed at 30 per cent. The higher 
profits are allowed on the classes of goods which come under 
the head of luxuries. 








ITALY. 
SITUATION IN THE SILK MARKET. 


H.M. Commercial Commissioner at Rome, quoting from 
the Italian press, states that the critical condition of the 
Silk market shows no improvement as yet, but has rather 
shown a weekly deterioration, since the poverty of sales 
leaves an ever-increasing stock upon the market. Diminished 
production has had little effect upon stocks. 

The institution of a purchasing office, to be entitled ‘‘The 
Central Office for the Silk Market,’’ will guarantee Italian 
traders a minimum price, thus bringing inevitable losses 
within a bearable limit; but it is not a satisfactory solution 
of the problem. 
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GERMANY. 


EXPORT TRADE. 


PARTIAL ANNULMENT OF EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 
FOR IRON AND STEEL GOODS. 


The German Central Office for Export Licences for Metals 
announces that it has been decided to cancel immediately 
the export prohibition for a number of iron and steel goods. 
For the present, however, the export prohibition remains in 
ferce for crude and rolled iron and all articles for which 
there exists a syndicate or price convention. This prohibi- 
tion is not absolute; export is permitted by special 
authorisation. The formalities are to be considerably 
simplified, and less time is to be taken in treating applica- 
tions for export. The military authorities are no longer to 
be consulted concerning applications for export. The Black 
List is cancelled, and also the prohibition of the manufac- 
ture of certain articles.—(Algqemeen Handelsbiad.) 


FREE EXPORT OF PAPER YARN PRODUCTS 
SANCTIONED. 

The War Raw Materials Department has given permission 
for the export of all paper yarn products already produced 
or hereafter to be  produced.—(Miinchner Neueste 
Nachrichten.) 


EXPORT OF COAL TO NEUTRAL COUNTRIES. 


The new German Government has given consideration to 
the question of maintaining the agreements under which 
Germany has exported coal! to neutra! countries (especially 
Holland and Scandinavia) in return for compensation com- 
modities. According to the Deutsche Berqwerks-Zeitung, 
it has been decided to regard the agreements as binding, 
and to carry them out so far as the transport of coal is 
possible while the process of demobilisation is in progress. 
Deliveries to the Scandinavian countries will be recom- 
menced as soon as assurance is obtained that they will not 
be interfered with by the British Fleet. The Scandinavian 
countries have already sounded the Entente Governments 
on the question. Meanwhile Sweden is said to have sug- 
gested that the coal agreenients should be cancelled, a course 
from which the German Government may not be averse, 
seeing that. it is intended to revise the prices of the com- 
pensation goods furnished by Sweden to Germany. 











INDUSTRY. 
RE-OPENING OF BOOT FACTORIES. 


According to the Schuhmarkt the Supervisory Committee 
of the Boot Industry has permitted the re-opening of closed- 
down boot factories so far as raw material and labour are 
available. The factories are well provided with sole leather, 
but the supplies of leather for uppers are not sufficient to 
keep all the factories going. When the compulsory syndicate 
was formed in the spring of 1917, 373 factories were allowed 
to continue working, 7.e., 28 per cent. of all factories; on 
Ist May, 1918, the number was increased to 605 or 41 per 
cent., and on Ist October, 1918, to 656 or 44 per cent. 


QUOTA CERTIFICATES FOR PURCHASE OR IMPORT 
OF SCARCE METALS. 


The Imperial Office for Scarce Metals announces that 
scarce metals from the stocks of the War Metals Company 
may be purchased in future only on the ground of quota 
certificates. If preferred, such certificates may be used for 
import of metal from abroad. The prices fixed under the 
supervision of the Imperial Ministry of Economics and the 
Imperial Demobilisation Office are as follows (in marks per 
100 kg.):—Copper, 450; tin, 1,400; nickel, 1,500; lead, 76; 
erude zine, 130 (before the war the price was 40-55 marks 
per 100 kg.), fine zinc, 158: (99-9) antimony, 230; 
aluminium, 700. Platinum costs 24 marks per gramme. In 
the case of all other metals the present prices of the War 
Metal Company for peace deliveries will be in force until 
further notice. As soon as possible the prices will be 
adjusted to the world-market prices, and the new prices 
will then be published in all official gazettes and in the daily 
press.—(Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung.) 


SILK SUPPLIES AND THE RESTARTING OF SILK 
INDUSTRIES. 


Steps had been taken by the Crefeld industrial associa- 
tions, the municipal authorities, and the representatives of 
the trade unions to secure the resumption of work by the 
silk and velvet factories as soon as possible after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. The Imperial Ministry of Economics had 
promised that directly the armistice was signed the 
stocks of silk on which there was an embargo should be 
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released. This has been done. The embargoed supplies of 
silk amounted to 415,000 kg. They are to be allocated to 
the different industrial branches throughout Germany. To 
the silk industry will fall about 130,000 kg., to the velvet 
industry some 650,900 kg. The remainder will be distributed 
amongst the sewing silk, tulle, and glove industries. The 
work in the factories is to be so arranged that the released 
stocks will provide employment for three months. Dye 
works, weaving looms, etc., must do the preparatory work 
before the silk and velvet factories can start. Former 
workers at weaving mills are asked to report at their mills, 
and employment, will be given them according to require- 
ments. Work at mills will be so restricted for the present 
that the whole staff can only be taken back gradually.— 
(Deutsche Allegemeine Zeitung.) 





AUSTRIA. 





TRADE. 


NEW IMPORT, EXPORT, AND TRANSIT 
REGULATIONS. 


The German-Austrian State Council has authorised the 
Minister for War and Transition Economy to require special 
licences for the import, export, and transit of goods. These 
licences will be issued (1) generally for certain frontier 
places or frontier zones and for certain kinds of goods, or 
(2) for certain quantities of goods or separate consignments. 
The Minister is supported by a Commission composed of 
representatives of the Ministries of Trade, Finance, Agri- 
culture, War and Transition Economy, and in special cases 
also of other State authorities. This Commission has to 
take the place of the hitherto existing Central Office for 
Import, Export, and Transit Licences. In order to ensure 
the execution of the Minister’s regulations, the Minister of 
War has been asked to provide adequate supervision for all 
frontier and main railway stations, where also army 
property is to be guarded to prevent any unlawful appro- 
priation.—(Die Zeit.) 


LIMITED COMPANY FOR THE IMPORT OF 
ARGENTINE CORN. 


It is stated that a limited company is being formed in 
German Austria for the import of corn from Argentina 
and the acquisition of the requisite means of payment.— 
(Neue Freie Presse.) 


TEXTILE AND OTHER IMPORT REQUIREMENTS. 


Avcording to the Neue Freie Presse no industry has been 
so hard hit by the war as the textile industry. For two 
years no raw cotton has been imported. Meanwhile the 
industry has depended upon the scanty stocks in hand and 
upon paper yarn partly of native and partly of Swedish 
manufacture. As the new cotton harvest in the United 
States has yielded only 11-12 million bales, the prospects of 
import from that source are slight. 

At the beginning of the war Austria bought up some 
30,000-40,000 bales of cotton in America, large quantities in 
Switzerland, and about 15,000-20,000 bales in Italy by way 
of Switzerland. Probably all this raw material has been 
disposed of elsewhere except some consignments stored at 
Milan, which may possibly still be obtainable. Even after 
peace is concluded Austria will not be able to import much 
raw cotton, and she will still be dependent upon paper yarn. 
At the beginning of the present autumn the Austrian 
military authorities sent in orders for a million flour sacks, 
for the manufacture of which 1} million kg. of paper yarn 
were needed. The orders have since been withdrawn, and 
the yarn is now being used partly for making sacks and 
partly for clothing. 

Wool, hemp, jute, copper, other metals, and chemicals are 
all articles of import urgently needed by Austria. She will 
have to buy on credit, as her exports will be inconsiderable 
for some time. With the approach of peace her money 
market has become quieter 


MINING CONCESSIONS IN THE CZECHO-SLOVAK 
STATE. 


In describing the share of the Czecho-Slovak State in 
Austrian industry on p. 721 of the “Journal of 5th 
December, reference was made to free mining concessions 
(freischiirfen), and the number of mines (bergwerksmassen). 
H.M. Commercial Attaché at The Hague states that 
‘“‘freischiirfen’’ indicate ‘‘a permission granted by the State 
mining authorities to seek for coal—a mining claim.’’ These 
are shown on mining maps by red circles, and become invalid 
if not worked after a given time. A small payment is made 
for them. The term ‘‘bergwerkmassen’”’ denotes a concession 
to mine coal on boring on the claim.

IXEMPTION OF TOBACCO WASTE FROM 
CUSTOMS DUTY. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of translation of an Argentine Decree in virtue of 
which unmanufactured tobacco waste (desperidicios de 
tabaco en rama) which is intended for making scab dips, 
may be imported into Argentina, free of Customs duty, on 
condition that :— 

(a) the importing manufacturers in the Republic have 
registered their signatures at the Custom House, 
and the relevant provisions of the Decree regulat- 
ing the Tariff Law be complied with; 

(b) the waste tobacco has been previously sprinkled with 
“‘acaroina”’ (a tar product of local manufacture) ; 


(c) before the tobacco is cleared, the Administration of 
Inland Revenue intervenes in order to secure that 
the imported tobacco is not used in any other 
way than that declared. 





INTERNAL REVENUE TAX ON MEDICINAL, 
ETC., SPECIALITIES, AND TOILET 
ARTICLES. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of copy and translation of a Decree amending the 
Regulations respecting the assessment of the Inland 
Revenue taxes leviable on medicinal specialities, etc., in 

Argentina. 

By Law No. 9,469, as amended, it is provided that the 
undermentioned articles, the selling price of which to the 
public, including the tax, is less than 46 centavos (paper) 
per unit shall pay a tax of 5 centavos (paper) per unit of sale: 

Medicinal specialities; veterinary specialities; toilet 
articles or articles for hygienic use, such as perfumed oils, 
cosmetics, soap powders, pomades for the beard, moustache, 
etc., tooth pastes, tooth powders, face pomades, scented 
soaps, liquid dentifrices, hair washes, toilet waters, eau de 
cologne, toilet vinegars, brilliantines, scent papers, face 
powders, sachets, colourings for toilet purposes (coloretes) 
|powders, pomades, pencils, etc.], bath salts, scent extracts, 
hair dyes, smelling salts, depilatories, bath powders, pro- 
ducts for manicure purposes, etc. 


The new Regulations provide that if the goods above 
mentioned are sold retail in a container or wrapper at a 
price not exceeding 45 centavos (paper), and such sale unit 
is made up of not more than three separate packages, such 
container or wrapper, if properly sealed, shall be considered 
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as the sale unit, and the Revenue stamp to be affixed shall 

be of the value of 5 centavos (paper). If, however, the sub- 

packages are offered for sale separately, the necessary 

Revenue stamp will have to be atfixed to each separate 

sub-package beiore sale 

CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF BOARDS WITHIN 
BALES OF TISSUES. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of a translation of a Resolution of the Argentine 
Minister of Finance, deciaring that small board (tablitas), 
round which tissues are packed within the bales forming the 
outer covering, are to be weighed together with the goods 
for the purpose of assessing Customs duty on the latter. 
Such boards cannot be declared separately for duty. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS MODIFIED. 


A telegram has been received from His Majesty’s Chargé 
d’ Affaires at Washington reporting that supplemental form 
‘‘X 26,’ as well as many other supplemental forms, have now 
been withdrawn by the War Trade Board. Full particulars 
in regard to these modifications will be published in the 
‘Board of Trade Journal’ as soon as they are received 
from Washington.

The Board of Trade announce that the following relaxa- 
tion of the existing prohibitions of export and import will 
be brought into force as from Friday, 27th December. 
Further relaxations will be announced in subsequent issues 
of the ‘‘Journal.”’ 


A. EXPORT PROHIBITIONS. 


The following is a list of the articles affected and of the 
changes made in the nature of the prohibitions applicable 
to each. In explanation of the changes it should be noted 
that goods on List A are prohibited to all destinations, and 
goods on List B to all destinations outside the British 
Empire, while goods on List C are prohibited only to 
countries neighbouring enemy countries.* 


It will of course be understood that the existing position 
regarding trading with enemy countries is in no way affected 
by these modifications. 

|Notr.—Attention is called to the fact that by the 
Proclamation of the lst October, 1918, all goods, whether 
mentioned by name or not (except printed matter and 
accompanied personal effects), are prohibited on List C.]

IMPORTS FROM AMERICA. 


Permit to PuRCHASE SYSTEM ABOLISHED. 


The Department of Import Restrictions of the Board of 
Trade hereby notify that the Permit to Purchase system, 
which has applied since March last to al! imports of goods 
from America, has now been abandoned. In regard to goods 
on the list of prohibited imports and not liberated by means 
of general licence, it is still necessary to procure authority 
for importation before shipment is made. The abolition of 
the permit system, or the freedom from export restriction 
in the United States of America, does not confer upon any 
prohibited goods the right of entry into the United Kingdom 
without a licence, and will not be accepted as a defence of 
irregular importation. ; 





EXPORT RELAXATIONS : AMENDMENT. 

In last week’s list of Export Prohibitions Relaxed (page 
757), the heading Barium Sulphate and Mixtures, containing 
Barium Sulphate (List A), was altered to the headings. 
Bariuta Sulphate (List A), and Mixtures containing Barium, 
Sulphate (List C). This second heading in the alteration 
has now been amended so as to read ‘‘Mixtures containing 
barium suiphate not otherwise published (List C).”’ 





EXPORTS TO NEUTRAL COUNTRIES IN

To the list of articles which as from the 15th instant 
might be exported to Neutral Countries in Europe without 
licence or guarantee against re-export, which appeared on

DEMOBILISATION SECTION. 
THE GOVERNMENT’S SCHEME. 


1. One of the guiding principles in the Government’s 
scheme for the demobilisation of the Forces is that the men 
demobilised first for return to civil life shall include those 
who have been ascertained to have definite employment 
awaiting them, and that among such men those shali be given 
highest priority who are pivotal men and whose return will 
be of the greatest immediate value in creating employment 
for others and in reconstructing industrial, business and 
professional life. 

2. The schemes of selection of pivotal men have been 
announced and are in operation, and the first batches of 
men are being released. As it may now be possible to release 
men from the Forces more rapidly and sooner than was at 
first anticipated, the Governme: desires to accelerate the 
process of identifying the men in the Forces who, though 
they cannot be treated as pivotal, have definite work await- 
ing them. 

3. The Government have therefore decided to afford the 
opportunity to employers of securing, by direct communica- 
tion with their employees in the Forces in the manner 
explained below, that those who were in their eniployment 
on or before 4th August, 1914, and to whom they can now 
offer employment shall be registered for demobilisation. Such 
a definite offer of employment in writing, if produced to his 
Commanding Officer by the officer or man concerned, will be 
accepted as evidence that employment is awaiting him, and 
the nian will be registered by his Commanding Officer to be 
demobilised in the same way as a “‘slip man” under the Civil 
Emplcyment Form procedure and ranking for priority after 
a ‘*pivotal’’ man. 

4 The offer must be in the following form :— 

“I/We (full name and postal address of employer) 
hereby declare that (full name and naval or military 
number and address of employee) was in my/our employ- 
ment before 4th August, 1914, and that I/we are pre- 
pared to offer him employment as a (name and occupa- 
tion) immediately on his return to civil life (or give the 
date after which the employment will be available).’’ 

5. The offer must first be taken or sent, in the case of 
officers to the iocal District Director of the Appointments 
Department, in the case of other ranks to the Local Advisory 
Committee attached to the nearest Employment Exchange, 
who, without guaranteeing in any way the offer of employ- 
ment, will do their best to eliminate spurious or collusive 
offers. The District Director of Local Advisory Committee, 
where they are in a position to endorse the offer, will forward 
it to the officer or man at the address given by the employer, 
but will assume no responsibility for the correctness of the 
address. 

6. If the officer or man desires to accept the employment 
offered he will hand the statement to his Commanding 
Officer, who will then register him for demobilisation. 

7. This procedure is additional to (1) the selection of 
“Abas men now in progress, and (2) the use of the Civil 

mployment Form, which is now being filled up by members 
of the Forces, and the postcards (K.D. 406) and R.C.V. 
forms which employers have been invited to fill up. It is 
designed to hasten the identification for demobilisation of 
those members of the Forces who have pre-war employment 
awaiting them. 

8. The actual date of demobilisation will depend partly 
on Naval and Military exigencies and partly on the transport 
and other accommodation available, but no other formalities 
will be required. The Naval and Military Authorities are 
anxious to release as quickly as possible officers and men 
required for reconstruction, but it will be understood that 
some individuals are so essential to the Forces that they 
cannot be released immediately; for example, such men as 
the personnel of military railways overseas, hospital attend- 
ants, farriers, mechanical transport, and officers or men in 
the Regular Army serving on pre-war attestations. 

9. Offers of employment to pre-war apprentices should 
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be made by their former employers in the same way as 
offers t6 other pre-war employees. 

10. (a) Officers and men on leave in this country from 
overseas who wish to accept offers of re-employment from 
their pre-war employers, must (i) get the offer endorsed by 
the Local District Director or Local Advisory Committee (see 
para. 5), if it has not been so endorsed; (ii) take or send 
the endorsed otfer to the following authorities, who will 
arrange for them to be demobilised, unless they are in- 
dispensable for the present to the Forces :— 


Navy.—Ojificers, to Admiralty (O.W. Branch), London, 
S.W. 1. 


Other ranks and ratings, to their Depots, or 
if they are not attached to one, to the 
nearest Depot. 

Army.—-Offcers to the War Office. 
Other ranks to their Military Record Office. 
Air Force.—Officers to the Air Ministry. 
Other ranks to the Record Office, Blandford. 
(b) Army officers and other ranks on leave from units 
in the United Kingdom will act in accordance with 
paragraph 6. They must return to their units to be 
demobilised if they can be spared. 


11. It is not necessary for offers of employment to be sent 
to officers or men of the following classes :— 

(a) Individuals for whose release as ‘‘pivotal’’ men 
application has already been made to the Demobilisation 
and Resettlement Department, or to a body authorised 
by them to select ‘‘pivotal’’? men unless the applicant has 
been informed that his application cannot be approved 
or has reason to believe that the naval or military 
address given was incorrect or has changed. Men 
approved by the Demobilisation and Kesettlement 
Department as pivotal men will receive the highest 
priority in demobilisation. 

(b) Officers and men who have notified their Command- 
ing Officers that their civil occupation is that of a 
student or teacher, and are accordingly classified in 
Industrial Group 43 in their naval and military 
documents. Instructions as to the demobilisation of such 
individuals are being sent to the Forces. 

(c) Officers or men serving in the Forces who in civil 
life practise a profession or are their own employers, 
such as barristers or proprietors of one-man businesses, 
can secure their registration for demobilisation most 
rapidly by filling up the Civil Employment form, which 
all members of the Ferces can obtain from their Com- 
manding Officers. 

(d) Special arrargements are being made with Port 
Labour Committees about men employed before the war 
in docks, wharves, and harbours. 

12. Employers are warned that owing to the re-grouping 
of divisions and smaller units consequent upon military 
movements, and the partial demobilisation of the Forces, 
numerous transfers of officers and other ranks from one unit 
to another are taking place; similar changes are taking place 
to a less extent in the Navy and Air Force. It is therefore 
essential that employers should take every possible precau- 
tion to secure the latest correct details as to the unit and 
address of the individual employee whom they are address- 
ing. In some cases the relatives of the employee will know 
his naval or military address. The Admiralty and Naval 
depots and the Military Record Offices, owing to the conges- 
tion of work, are not able to give this information to the 
public. The provisions of the D.O.R. Regulations prohibit- 
ing communications with members of the Forces as to their 
release, or enquiries on the subject, are in abeyance. 

413. Anyone writing to a member of the Forces should put 
his own name and postal address on the back of the envelope 
in order that the letter may be returned to him if if cannot 
be delivered. 

The following details are required for naval and military 
addresses : — 

(a) Regimental or official number. 

(b) Rank or rating. 

(c) Christian names (if possible) and surname. 

(d) Ship or establishment, and branch of Service (Navy) 
or Unit (Army or Air Force).

(e) For Army and Air Force: Place where stationed, if 
at home or theatre of war (France, East Africa, 
ete.), if abroad.

The Meat (Dealers’ Restriction) Order, 1918, issued by 
the Food Controller, revokes the Meat (Retailers’ Restric- 
tion) Order, 1918, and provides for the issue of permits by 
the Food Controller enabling wholesale and retail dealers in 
meat to purchase supplies of livestock and meat. The 
Order merely gives effect to the existing practice. 











IMPORTS OF CEREALS. 


lt is the desire of the Royal Commission on Wheat Supplies 
to relax at the earliest possible date restrictions on trad- 
ing, and to relieve traders from the obligation to make re- 
turns and keep numerous records. 

The Royal Commission by the issue of the Notice given 
below replacing the Notice dated 10th April, 1918, has re- 
moved all restrictions placed by the latter on importation 
and trading in this country in imported starches, glucose, 
dextrines, farina, tapioca, sago, manioc, mandioca, cassava, 
arrowroot, macaroni, spaghetti, and all such like products.

THE SKED POTATOES ORDER, 1918. 

This order, which came into operation on the 16th 
December, does not prescribe maximum prices to be paid to 
the grower, rates of commission on sales by merchants or 
retailers, or the size of riddle to be used in dressing potatoes 
for sale or as for ‘‘seed.’’ The Order requires a written 
declaration to be furnished by the vendor to the buyer on 
the sale of potatoes as or for ‘‘ seed.”’ 

The declaration must state the class and variety and 
dressing of the potatoes seld. In cases where seed pota- 
toes are sold from crops immune irom wart. disease, they 
must be certified as reasonably free from rogues by the Board 
of Agriculture, or by the Board of Agriculture for Scotland. 
The deciaration must also state the serial number of the 
relative certificate. 

This Order does not apply to potatoes sold in Ireland for 
planting in Ireland.
